DESCRIPTIVE CATALOGUE OF ANTIQUITIES 
FOUND IN AYRSHIRE AND WIGTOWNSHIRE 

AND NOW IN THE NATIONAL MUSEUM, EDINBUEGH. 

The following paper is to be considered only as a Catalogue of the 
Antiquities found in the adjoining shires of Ayr and Wigtown. Were the 
various objects to be described in detail it would require the entire volume 
for their description. As many of the specimens have already been 
described in the Collections, it has not been considered necessary to notice 
them again at any length, as in all cases reference is made to the volumes 
in which the various objects are described. To save constant repetition, 
abbreviations have been used in the titles of the books most frequently 
referred to, as explained in the footnote below.^ 

AYRSHIKE. 

Stone Implements. 

Flint Implements. — The implements of flint from Ayrshire are not 
numerous, nor of any great importance. The collection consists of (1) 
seven small arrow-heads each with barbs and stem, found on Stevenston 
sands ; and (2) a few scrapers of various forms ; (3) four thin triangular 
flakes, with sharp points, trimmed along the edges, and varying from a J

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to I inch in length ; and (4) three small knife-like flakes, from l|- to 1 inch 
in length, and about ^ inch broad, trimmed to rough edges on both sides. 

Axes.—{1) Of porphyry, 4f inches in length by 2| inches across the 
widest part of the cutting face; (2) of greenstone, polished, 10|- inches 
in length by 3| inches across the cutting end, with flattened sides and 
slightly expanding butt, similar to one found at Drumour, Glenshee, 
Forfarshire (P. S. A. S. ix. 174), found on the farm of Lagg, Dunure ; 
(3) of clay ironstone, polished, 6 inches in length by 3 inches across the 
cutting face, found at Mountgarswood, Sorn ; (4) of dioritic stone, 
polished, 6f inches in length by 2f inches across the cutting end, with 
flattened sides and a tapering butt, which is similar in form to the cutting 
edge, but not sharpened, found at AVest Kilbride ; (5) of felstone, partly 
polished, 3;^ inches in length by 2f inches across the cutting face ; and 
part of another, imperfect at both ends ; both found at West Kilbride. 

Slickstone. — The National Museum possesses a number of small regularly 
formed implements of reddish quartzite which have been found but 
rarely in Scotland. Of the Museum specimens three are from Wigtown- 
shire and one from Ayrshire. These implements are variously 
described as burnishers, whetstones, slickstones, and touch- 
stones. They are all formed of the same material, and 
difi'er from one another only in size. No specimen has 
been found in association with other relics by which their 
age may be determined. Sir Herbert Maxwell, writing of 
the Wigtownshire specimens, says : "I am inclined to think 
that they are small slickstones, as I am informed that they 
have been used in this district within living memorv to

stone, Eeith. smooth seams in needlework." '^ The Ayrshire specimen 
caes. ^-p-g^ -^^ -g ^£ reddish quartzite, and measures 2^^ x f x f 
inches. It was found in Bankhead Moss, Beith, and presented to the 
Museum in 1856 by the late Mr. Cochran-Patrick, F.S.A. Scot. 

Perforated Hammers. — (1) Of granite, ornamented with incised lines, 
found with an urn of Bronze Age type at Chapelton, West Kilbride, 
(F. D. a iii. 79 ; S. P. T. ii. 310 ; P. S. A. S. ix. pi. xxii.); (2) of whinstone^ 
triangular in form, 8f inches in length by 4^ inches in breadth and

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3 inches in thickness, with a half- hole 2 inches in diameter, which goes 
almost straight through the implement instead of contracting in the 
middle, as is more usually the case, found in the parish of Beith ; 
(3) of whinstone, 9^ inches in length by 3^ inches in breadth and 2^ 
inches in thickness, with the half-hole partially perforated, and reaching to 
a depth of half an inch and 1 J inch on the other side, found at Blindburn, 
Dalgain, parish of Sorn ; (4) of greenstone, 10^ inches in length by 5 
inches in breadth, with fluted sides, found at Preston, parish of Colmonell. 
(F. D. CAl 4; S. P. T. ii. 317.) 

Mould. — A large stone mould for casting metal implements of 
unknown use, found at Trochrigg, and formerly in the Lanfine Collection, 
was presented to the Museum in 1891. (F. C. i. 63, 64.) 

Knocking- Stones,^ or large boulders, with a pot-shaped cavity in their 
upper surfaces, were used for husking barley, etc., before the introduction 
of barley-mills. The grain to be husked was placed in the cavity of the 
stone and beaten with a wooden mell till the husk was bruised off the grain. 
They were also used for bruising malt for home brewing, and for pounding 
edible roots to form winter food for horses and cattle. Two specimens 
from Ayrshire' are in the National Museum. 

1. This example is of grayish sandstone, and is 18 inches in height 
by 18 J inches in diameter. The cavity is 11^ inches in diameter and 
9|- inches in depth. This specimen is stated to have stood for at least 
fifty years beside an old house in the village of Prestwick. 

2. The second specimen is 16 inches in height and 18 inches in 
diameter. It is of gritty sandstone. The cavity measures 12 inches in 
diameter and is 9 inches in depth in the centre. The last use to which 
this knocking-stone was put was that of a drinking trough for poultry. 
It was got at the farm of Nolt Myre, near Ayr. 

An interesting reference to the use of these knocking-stones occurs 
in the Chronicle of Perth under the year 1635 : "Thair wes great skairstie 
of wictuall, and elding mylnis gaed not, and thair wes no passage nor 
travelling to bring ony in. At that tyme aill wes waid skant. They 
knokit malt in knoking stones." ^

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Pot Quern. — The lower stone of a pot quern of sandstone 1^\ inches 
in diameter and 6 inches in height, found near Prestwick, was presented to the 
Museum in 1888. The hollow on the upper face is 9^ inches in diameter 
and l^ inch in depth. This lower stone is peculiar in having a raised 
circular projection of the stone in the centre of the hollow as a pivot 
for the upper stone to turn upon. On the under side the stone is 
roughly worked into the shape of three feet. The quern also possesses the 
usual hole on one side through which the meal falls out after being 
ground. 

Whorls. — The spinning whorls from Ayrshire in the National Museum 
are six in number: (1) of dark-coloured micaceous claystone, 1^ inch 
in diameter, ornamented with incised lines round the spindle hole, found 
at Chapelton ; (2) of shale, 1\ inch in diameter, unornamented, found at 
Barrhill ; (3) of claystone, If inch in diameter, unornamented, found at 
West Kilbride ; (4) is a half only, of whitish sandstone, and was found at 
Beith. The remaining two are without precise localities. 

Perforated Stone. — A naturally-formed water-worn pebble of flattish 
oval shape, 3^ inches in length by 2f inches in breadth, is perforated 
by a hole picked from each face, one inch in diameter at the surface 
and tapering to ^ inch in the middle of the thickness of the stone, found 
on the Hill of Beith. 



Bronze Implements. 

The Bronze Implements from Ayrshire are less numerous than those 
from Wigtownshire, and a number of types, such as flat axes, are not 
represented at all. 

Flanged Axes. — (1) 5 inches in length by If inch across the cu.tting 
face, found at Largs, and presented to the Museum in 1787 (F. D. C. iv. 
48, 49; S. P. T. ii. 197); (2) 4^ inches in length by 1^ inch across the 
cutting face, with slight flanges, and faint traces of stop-ridge on either 
face, similar in type to the axe already mentioned, found at Auchendrane ; 
(3) 5f inches in length by 3 inches across the cutting face, with slio-ht 
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flanges and stop-ridge, expanding below to a semicircular cutting edge, 
and considerably pitted on one face through corrosion in the soil, found on 
the estate of Ladyland, Kilbirnie. 

Dagger-blade, 14f inches in length, with three rivet holes in the 
base of the blade, found at Moss-side, near Crossraguel Abbey (F. D. 
a iv. 52). 

Hoards of Bronze Implements. — (I) The first hoard consists of three 
socketed axes, two portions of a sword-blade, and two massive handles of 
a large spherical caldron, all found at Dalduff", near Crosshill. The axes 
have already been figured and described (C. iv. 5 ; S. P. T. ii. 154). 
The handles are circular rings, each 4f inches in diameter and a half-inch 
in thickness, circular in section ; both with the solid ear attachments of the 
caldron pendent from them. The portions of sword together measure 
only 9^^ inches in length, but they show distinctly a slight projecting ridge 
on each face, from which the blade slopes away on either side to the edge. 
The association of the caldron handles with implements and weapons of the 
Bronze Age shows that the caldrons themselves belong at least to the closing 
period of the Bronze Age. In all probability the weapons had been buried 
in a caldron of which only the solid handles have been preserved to our 
day. (2) The second hoard consists of three axes, one flat, one flanged, 
and one of the socketed form. No precise locality is attached to the hoard 
beyond the statement that the three specimens were found together in 
Ayrshire. So far as I am aware this is only the second instance, at least in 
Scotland, in which the three forms of axes are stated to have occurred 
together. The other hoard referred to, which is also in the Museum, is 
said to have been found at Taynuilt, Argyleshire ; and it is not a little 
remarkable that the axes in the two hoards should correspond exactly 
in form, size, and finish. I believe the specimens in both hoards to be 
forgeries. 

Uens. 

The National Museum possesses seven urns from Ayrshire, two of 
which are of the cinerary form, three of food- vessel form, one "drinking 
cup," and one cup urn. 
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Cinerary Urns. — (1) 11|- inches in height and 8^ inches across the 
mouth. It is ornamented by two lines of impressed markings encircling 
the upper part underneath the rim, and below this by a band of zigzags of 
two parallel lines, bordered above and below by a slightly raised and 
rounded moulding. It was found during excavations at the junction of 
the new road to Seamill, West Kilbride, with the turnpike road from 
Ardrossan to Largs. It is shown in Fig. 2. (2) Of unusual form, 7 
inches in height, found near Eglinton Castle (F. D. (7. i. 51 ).

Food Vessels. — (1) Flower-pot shaped, 4|^ inches in height by 4|- inches 
across the mouth, found at Kirkhall, Ardrossan (F. D. C. i. 51); (2) 
3f inches in height by 4|- inches across the mouth, formerly in the 
Lanfine Collection, and found at Content (F. D. C. i. 50) ; (3) 4|- inches 
in height and 4|- inches across the mouth, also found at Content 
(F. D. a i. 51). 

Drinking Cup. — This urn was found in fragments in a cavity under 
the Court-Hill of Dairy, and in its reconstructed state measures 9 inches 
in height (F. D. C. i. 53 ; P. S. A. S. x. 285 ; S. P. T. ii. 77). 

Cup Urn. — This urn measures 2 inches in height, and was found with 
a larger one at Barnfauld, Threepwood (F. D. C. i. 42 : S. P. T. ii. 44). 
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Collections from Special Localities. 

Under this head may be mentioned the collections from the Lake- 
Dwellings ■ of Lochlee, Buston and Lochspouts, the Rock - Shelter of 
Hunterston, the Fort at Seamill, and from the Court-Hill of Dairy. 



Lochlee. — From the Lake-Dwelling at Lochlee, explored in 1878, and 
described with numerous illustrations in the Collections (vol. ii. pp. 30-88), 
in Munro's Ancient Scottish Lahe-Divellings (pp. 68-151), and in the 
Proceedings of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland (vol. xiii. pp. 175- 
252), we have in the National Museum (l) a pair of iron spring shears,

6 inches in length, shown in the accompanying figure (Fig. 3) ; (2) a peg 
of oak 15 inches in length, with a hole 2 inches long through the centre ;

(3) an oblong block of sandstone 5 inches in length, with a deep groove 
along one face, as shown in the engraving (Fig. 4). This last object has 
been called a whetstone,^ but it appears to me rather to be a mould for 
casting ingots or small bars of metal. There are six similar stones in the

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Museum/ (4) Fragments of leather, probably portions of shoes. The 
shears and stone mould were found by the late Capt. William Gillon, 
after the crannog excavations had been filled up.^ 

Buston. — The Crannog at Buston, near Kilmaurs, explored in 1880-81, 
yielded numerous relics of stone, bone, horn, and iron, and two fine 
spiral finger-rings of gold, all of which are now deposited in the National 
Museum. The account of the excavations, copiously illustrated with 
figures of most of the objects found, is printed in the Collections (vol. iii. 
pp. 19-49), and in Ancient Scottish Lake-Dwellings (pp. 190-239). 

Lochspouts. — The Lake-Dwelling at Lochspouts, near Kilkerran, was 
examined in 1880, and yielded a considerable number of relics, which, 
though not so numerous as those found at Buston or Lochlee, are equally 
as interesting. All the objects found have been deposited in the National 
Museum. The account of the explorations, containing illustrations of the 
principal objects found, is published in the Collections (vol. iii. pp. 1-18, 
additional specimens found are figured and described in vol. iv. pp. 9-16), 
and in Ancient Scottish Lake-Divellings (pp. 158-182 and 305-313). 

Donald's Isle, Loch Doon. — On the probable site of a Lake-Dwelling 
on Donald's Isle, Loch Doon, was found a portion of a bead of red and 
yellow paste ; a portion of a polished stone, probably a whetstone ; a 
small fragment of pottery, and a fragment of iron ; all of which are now 
in the Museum. 

Hunterston. — In a cave or rock-shelter at Hunterston, West Kilbride, 
examined and described by Mr. E. W. Cochran-Patrick, there were found a 
curious bone implement, some fragments of pottery, two flint flakes, and a 
quantity of bones of the sheep, goat, ox, reindeer, horse, pig, and dog. 
With the exception of the bones, all the objects found in the cave are in 
the National Collection. {C ii. 89-100 ; P. S. A. S. xiii. 348-360).

shire ; (5) found in the Broch of Harray, 248. 
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Seamill. — A small collection of antiquities of stone, bone, and bronze, 
found in excavating the Fort at Seamill, is in the National Collection. 
The principal objects, consisting of a spindle-whorl of shale, a bone 
implement resembling a stone " bracer," a disc of bronze perforated in the 
centre, and a bronze mounting, are figured in the paper on the Fort (C. iii. 
pp. 59-65). 

Court-Hill, Dairy. — The examination of the tumulus known as the 
"Court-Hill of Dairy," by Mr. Cochran-Patrick in 1872, resulted in the 
finding of a number of worked implements of flint, the fragments of a very 
fine urn of drinking cup type (since restored), and a portion of a wooden 
implement of unknown use. An account of the excavations, with figures 
of the principal flint implements, the urn, and the wooden object, 
has been published in the Collections (i. 53, 55-60; see also P. S. A. S. 
X. 281-285). 

Miscellaneous Objects. 

Jet. — (1) A large ring of jet, 4xV inches in outside diameter and ^ 
an inch in thickness, was found some time before 1782, in a peat moss at 
Dairy. (2) Is a portion of a large thick ring or perforated disc, and a part 
of a smaller ring ; both found on the Stevenston sands. 

_ Fibula. — A very fine example of the harp-shaped fibula, of silver, 
stated to have been found in Ayrshire, is shown the full size in Fig. 5.

Unfortunately no precise locality is attached to it. Fibulae of this type 
are not common in Scotland. Three specimens of bronze were found 

c 
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in Lochlee Crannog, one of which resembles the one here described.^ A 
somewhat similar fibula of bronze, enamelled, found on the line of the 
Eoman Wall between Kilpatrick and Duntocher, is figured by Stuart.^ 
One, also of bronze, and almost identical in form and size with the 
Ayrshire specimen, was found with Roman remains between West Hartle- 
pool and Seaton Carew.^ 

Hunterston Brooch. — The famous rune-inscribed brooch, found on the 
estate of Hunterston in 1830, was purchased for the National Museum 
in 1891. This is the finest brooch of the kind found in Scotland, and 
is additionally interesting in consequence of the runic inscriptions which 
it bears on the back. The brooch has been so often described and 
figured that nothing further need be said of it here.* 

Brooches. — Two inscribed silver brooches, and a jar of earthenware 
which contained 143 silver pennies of the English Edwards, four of

Alexander HI., one of Baliol, and two foreign sterlings, found within the 
area of the old Fort at Ayr, were deposited in the Museum as Treasure

A similar, 
though not so finely ornamented brooch, foimd 
at Snaasen, Trondhjem, Norway, is figured in 
Rygh's Norske Oldsager, figs. 697, 698. 
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Trove in January 1892. The brooches are of considerable interest as their 
association with the coins enables us to assign them to about the end of 
the thirteenth century. The brooch shown in the full size (Fig. 6) is 
the commonest form of the mediaeval brooch, a plain flat band of silver, 
with a pin like a belt-buckle. On the face is an inscription deeply incised, 
which appears to be a much-blundered copy of the formula common on 
these brooches; IHESVS NAZARENVS KEX IVDEOEVM. These 
words were usually placed on brooches and finger-rings in the middle 
ages as a charm, to protect the wearer from sudden death, the falling 
sickness, etc.^ 

The second brooch (Fig. 7), which is of baser silver and octagonal 
in form, bears on the reverse the inscription + IHESVS NA, engraved 
on alternate panels of the circumference, while the obverse is decorated 
with patterns inlaid in niello, as shown in the figure.^ 

The jar in which the brooches and coins were found measures 3f 
inches in height, and 4 inches in diameter at the widest part, and about 
3 inches across the mouth. The upper part, which is imperfect on one side, 
is coated with a light green coloured glaze. 

There is also in the Museum a flattish circular ring brooch of bronze 
1-g- inch in diameter, with pin, found at Brae, near Girvan. 

Bridle-hit. — This bridle-bit here described was found about 1820, 
in levelling ground in May Street, Largs ; and is stated to have been 
associated with the bones of a horse and of a man. The cheek rings are 
of bronze, each 3f inches in diameter ; and the bit portion in two links 
of iron. The length of the bit between the cheek rings is 5 inches. In 
all probability it belongs to the later Iron Age of Scotland. 

Pyx. — A small brass or bronze box with hinged lid, presumed to have 
been a pyx or vessel to preserve the consecrated bread, is shown in

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Fig. 8. It was found about the year 1818 near Dalquharran Castle, 
parish of Dailly, filled with coins of Edward I. or II., from the Mints 
of Berwick, Bristol, Bury St. Edmunds, Canterbury, Durham, London, 
Newcastle, and York, and two counterfeit sterlings of the Counts of 
Flanders and Porcieu. The sides of the vessel are ribbed externally,

and the lid is ornamented by three series of small circles. So far as I 
am aware this is the only example of this type of vessel found in Scotland, 
although a few have been found in England. Two found at Lewes Priory, 
one of which is very similar to the one found at Dalquharran, are figured 
in the ArchcBologia (vol. xxxi. p. 437) ; and one found at Lincoln in the 
ArchcBological Journal (vol. vi. pi. opp. p. 6.9), and reproduced in 
Wilson's Prehistoric Annals of Scotland (vol. ii. p. 494). 

Tripod Etver. — This mediaeval ewer of brass found at Carlieth, and 
formerly in the Lanfine Collection, has already been figured and described 
(C. i. 64; iv. 54). 

Lead Piping. — A portion of lead piping 8 inches in length by if 
inch in internal diameter, found near the ruins of Kilwinning Abbey 
in 1828. This piece of piping is not a tubularly formed pipe, like that 
of the present day, but is formed of a sheet of lead rolled round, and 
with the edges "burned" together. 



Iron Yett. — In Fig. 9 is shown the yett or grated iron door of 
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Dunlop Tower, presented to tte Museum in 1892, by Mrs. Dalrymple-Hay 
of Dunlop. It measures 5 feet 11 inches in height by 3 feet 10 inches in

breadth, exclusive of the hinges. It formerly lay in a wood near the 
Tower, but unfortunately nothing is known of its history. The manner 
in which this yett is constructed in ingenious yet simple, and may be 
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understood from an examination of the illustration. Divested of the 
frame, the process of construction appears to have been as follows : The 
five upper horizontal bars were passed through the openings in the three 
left-hand perpendicular bars, and welded in that position, thus forming the 
larger half of the yett. Next the four lower horizontal bars were passed in 
the same manner through the two right-hand perpendiculars to form the 
second half. Consequently, in uniting the two halves, the three left-hand 
perpendiculars would pass through the openings of the four lower 
horizontals, and at the same time the two right-hand perpendiculars would 
pass through the openings of the four upper horizontals. All that would 
then be required to complete the yett would be to weld on the three bars 
which form the sides and bottom. Iron yetts such as the one here 
described appear to have been in common use, at least in the south of 
Scotland, and apparently were not confined to the castles of the nobility, 
but were in universal use in the strongholds of " brokin and disordourit 
clannis, and commoun people not being answerable baronis," as shown by 
the following Act of the Privy Council, dated 20th November 1606 : — 

" Forsamekle as ane of the cheif and principall caussis quhilkis encurageis the 
theiveis and lymmairis of the kit Bordouris to continew in thair thevische doingis 
proceidis frome the releif and conforte quhilk they haif within thair housis, qnhilkis 
being maid for strenth and defence with irone yettis, it is verie hard and difficle to his 
Majesteis commissionairis or garisoun to wyn and recover the saidis houssis, and to 
apprehend the lymmairis being thairintill ; sua that verie oft, quhen they ar persewit, 
they eschaip, and detenis and withhaldis the saidis houssis aganis his Majesteis saidis 
commissionairis and garisoun : and seing it can not stand M'ith the peace and quiet of 
the countrey that ony lymmairis, malefactouris, and brokin men salbe sufferit to have 
sic placeis of strenth and defence for thair releif :— Thairfore the Lordis of Secrite 
Counsall ordanis the haill yrone yettis being upoun ony houssis aud strenthis within 
the lait Bordouris pertening to ony persone or personis of brokin and disordourit 
clannis, and to commoun people not being answerable baronis, to be removit and turnit 
iu plew irnis, or sic other necessar werk as to the awnairis sail seayme expedient, and 
that no irne yettis be sufferit to be within ony of thair houssis in ony tyme cumino- ; 
and ordanis the commissionairis and capitane af the garysoun to sie this present Act 
put in executioun ; and ordanis letters to be direct aganis the awnairis of the said 
iron yettis to this effect, in forme as effeiris." ^ 

Spoons.— The five silver spoons here described were .found in taking

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down an old house in the Townhead at Irvine, and were deposited in 
the Museum as Treasure Trove in 1865. The 
spoons (one. of which wants the handle) are all 
of the same pattern and size, as in Fig. 10, 
which is drawn the full size. The bowl of 
each spoon is slightly oval and measures 2f 
inches in length by 2 inches in breadth. The 
handle or stem of each is 4-^ inches in length, 
and terminates in an ornamented circular ex- 
tremity bearing on the face the initials I • B. 
On the back of the bowl of each spoon the 
initials A. '^ • C. are engraved. On the back 
of the handle are three marks, viz. (l) that 
of the maker, (2) that of the town, and (3) 
that of the deacon of the Incorporation of 
Goldsmiths. The first, or the maker's mark, 
is E. H. in monogram, probably for Eduard 
Hairt, a goldsmith who obtained the freedom 
of the Incorporation of Goldsmiths of Edin- 
burgh on the 22nd of December 1575, and 
became a deacon of the Goldsmiths in 1579- 
80, and again in 1582. The second is the 
town mark of Edinburgh, a triple - towered 
castle. The deacon's punch-mark is that of 
George Heriot senior, the father of the famous 
goldsmith, who was deacon in 1575.^ 



National Covenant. — Of the four 
" National Covenants" in the Museum, one is of 
the parish of Maybole. It has been described 
by the late Dr. David Laing as follows : — ^ 
" It contains the parishioners of Maybole, the 
names of a great number who could not write 
being attested on different occasions by a 
notary -public. Of the nobility it is only

subscribed by Montrose, Lothian, Loudoun, Balmerinoch, and Cassillis; 
but, what is peculiar, in the upper line it is signed by two of the Covenant- 
ing ladies of that district, namely, " Jeane Hamilton," evidently the Lady 
Cassillis, fourth daughter of Thomas Hamilton, Earl of Haddington, and 
" Margaret Kennedy," probably the daughter of Lord Cassillis, who after- 
wards married Bishop Burnet. Lower down are the following names : — 
Margaret Stewart, Joanna Stewart, Grissle Blair, Issobell Gemill, Helene 
Kennedy, Elizabeth Hewatt, Jeane Stewart, Margaret Steuart, Anna 
Steuart, Blizbeth Steuart, Dame Helene Bennett, Janet Fergussone. 
Among the ministers we find — Mr. Ja. Row, Mui thill ; Mr. Jo. Adamsone, 
Edinburgh ; Mr. Harie RoUok, Edinburgh ; Mr. A. Ramsay, Edinburgh ; 
Mr. P. Hewat ; and J. Bonar, minister. The latter, Mr. James Bonar, was 
minister of the church of Maybole. " ^ 



WIGTOWNSHIRE. 

Stone Implements. 

Flint Implements. — In addition to the large number of worked imple- 
ments of flint from the sands of Glenluce, there are only four other 
specimens of flint implements in the National Collection from Wigtownshire. 
Of the four specimens here mentioned one is the fine and rare knife of 
flint with rounded angles, measuring 3 j;\ inches in length by 2^ inches 
in breadth, ground on both faces, and worked to a sharp cutting edge all 
round, found at Torrs, Glenluce (F. D. C. v. 23 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 204). 
A similar implement found in Lanarkshire is in the Museum, along with a 
few others from the North of Scotland, where they appear to be more 
common. The three remaining specimens are arrowheads of no special 
interest. One is of the type with barbs and stem, and the other two are 
of leaf-shape. 

Sto7ie Axes. — These are very numerous in the National Collection, but 
the majority of the specimens present no features of special importance. 
The finest and most unusual forms have already been described and

i. 13; P. S. A. S. ix. 356; S. P. T. ii. 345) ; (9) of claystone, 11^ inches 
in length, found at Glenluce (D. C. i. 11); (10) of greenstone, 6f inches 
in length by 3 inches across the cutting face, with oval cross section 
and flattened sides, found at Glengyre, Kirkcolm ; (11) of red sandstone, 
8^ inches in length by 4 inches across the cutting end, oval in cross 
section, of peculiar form, expanding at the butt end, found at Freugh, 
Glenluce (D., P. S. A. S. xv. 265) ; (12) formed from a grayish sand- 
stone pebble, 6f inches in length by 2f inches across the cutting end, 
with, the surface much weathered, found at Stoneykirk ; (13) of granite, 
polished, 6f inches in length by 2| inches across the cutting end, 
found at High Slock, Kirkmaiden; (14) of felstone, Sf inches in length 
by 2^ inches across the cutting face, with the sides ground flat, and 
the butt rounded and slightly chipped, found at Kirkcowan ; (15) of 
claystone, 3f inches in length by 1-fJ- inch across the cutting face, and 
imperfect at the butt, found at Grennan, Kirkmaiden; (16) of clay- 
sandstone, 4xV inches in length by 2|- inches across the cutting face,

(21) of claystone, 4xV inches in length by 2^^^ inches across the cutting 
face, somewhat rudely finished and fractured, found in a drain on the 
farm of Ardwell, Kirkcolm; (22) of brownish-yellow flint, 3|- inches in 
length by 2j-V inches in breadth across the cutting face, with the surface 
finely polished, and the butt imperfect, found at Wellhouse Farm, 
Kirkcolm ; (23) of sandstone, 7^ inches in length by Sj inches across the 
cutting face, and 2f inches in greatest thickness, with roughened surface, 
but polished cutting edge, found at Float, Stoneykirk ; (24) of granite, 
polished, 9|- inches in length by 2f inches in breadth across the cutting 
face, with flattened sides, and with the two faces marked by three 
longitudinal facets, found at Kiliness ; (25) of gray flint, polished, 5^ 
inches in length by 2^ inches across the cutting face, and slightly fractured 
at the cutting edge, found at Peter's Hill, Maryport ; (26) of felstone, 
polished, 7^ inches in length by 2f inches across the cutting face, found at 
Auchabreck, Ardwell ; (27) of greenstone, 4f inches in length by if inch 
across the cutting face, evidently part of a larger axe which has been broken 
and remade by being roughly chipped on the upper part, found at High Torrs, 
Glenluce; (28) of flint, 5f inches in length by If inch across the cutting face, 
partly polished at the cutting edge, found at Half Mark, Stoneykirk ; (29) 
lower portion of an axe of diorite, 3^ inches in length by 2^ inches in 
breadth, fractured on the cutting end, and with the butt showing marks of 
having been long used as a hammer-stone, found at Mark of Inch ; (30) of 
felstone, 3|- inches in length by 1|- inch across the cutting face, with the 
cutting edge and butt partly fractured, found at Dhuloch, Kirkcolm ; (31) 
of granite, weather-worn, 8^ inches in length by 3f inches across the 
cutting face, with rounded butt and slight fracture on the cutting edge, 
found at Glenluce ; (32) of felstone, much weathered, 10-^ inches in length 
by 3|- inches across the cutting end, slightly fractured on both faces and on 
the sides, found near Drummore ; (33) of felstone, 4;^ inches in length by 
2^ inches across the cutting face, formed from the butt end of a larger axe 
re-sharpened, found at High Curghie, Kirkmaiden ; (34) the butt end of 
what has been a large well-formed axe of granite, found at Lodenagapple. 
In addition to the axes here enumerated there are about twenty more 
specimens, which are so poor or in so fragmentary a condition as to be 
unworthy of being mentioned in detail. 
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Perforated Hammers and Axe-Hammers. — The implements of this 
type from Wigtownshire are numerous in the National Collection, there 
being thirty specimens in all. Several of these have already been figured 
and described in the Collections: (l) This hammer is of dark gray sand- 
stone, 9 inches in length by 4^ in breadth, unsymmetrical in form, found 
at Mye Loch, Stoneykirk (D. C. ii. 2) ; (2) of silurian sandstone, 
11-g- inches in length, partially perforated, found at Physgill, Glasserton 
(F. D. C. V. 29; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 209); (3) of silurian sandstone, IQl 
inches in length, found at Barr, Penninghame (F. D. C. v. 27 ; P. S. 
A. S. xxiii. 295) ; (4) of gray sandstone, 9-^ inches in length, finely 
formed, found on Cunningham Farm, Torhouskie (F. D. C. i. 1 5 ; S. P. T. 
ii. 319; P. S. A. S. xii. 568); (5) hammer of sandstone, 7^ inches in 
length by 4 inches in breadth and Z^ inches in thickness, found in 
Galloway, was one of the earliest articles acquired by the Museum, having 
been presented in 1781; (6) of silurian sandstone, 10^ inches in length, 
found at Barnkirk, Penninghame (F. D. C. v. 28 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 206) ; 
(7) of silurian sandstone, 7|- inches in length, found at Balcraig (F. D. C. 
V. 30) ; (8) of gray sandstone, 6f inches in length, found in the parish of 
Portpatrick (F. D. C. i. 17; P. S. A. S. xii. 568; S. P. T. ii. 319); (9) 
axe-hammer of silicious sandstone, 10^ inches in length, found at North 
Milton, Glenluce (D. C. i. 16); (10) double-pointed axe of sandstone, 4f 
inches in length, found in the parish of Portpatrick (F. D. C. i. 14 ; 
P. S. A. S. xii. 568; S. P. T. ii. 309); (11) of greenstone, 6^ inches in 
length, unsymmetrical, found at Drumwhill Hill, Machermore (F. D. C. 
ii. 1, 2; S. P. T. ii. 318; P. S. A. S. xiv. 126); (12) axe-hammer of 
greenstone, of unusual form, Q\ inches in length, 
found at Claycrop, Kirkinner (F. D. C. v. 32 ; P. 
S. A. S. xvi. 57 ; S. P. T. ii. 312) ; (13) of micaceous 
sandstone, 85- inches in length by 4 inches in breadth 
and 3 inches thick, with a haft-hole at 3 inches from 
the butt, and 1 inch in diameter at the middle, 
widening at either end, found at High Clone, Moch- 
rum; (14) of silurian sandstone, 12 inches in length 
by 5i- inches in breadth across the butt end and 3|-

inches in thickness, had the haft-hole only partially found at Kirkcoivan. Scale j. 
bored through, but the finder stupidly punched it through with a hammer 
and a nail, it was ploughed up in a field at Culmore, Stoneykirk; (15) of 
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gray diorite, 11 inches in length by 4|- inches across the broad end and 
3| inches in thickness, partially perforated and unfinished in form, found 
at Balgour, Kirkcolm ; (16) hammer of silurian sandstone, ovate in form 
(Fig. 11), 3-^ inches in length by 3:^ inches in breadth, with a half-hole 
f inch in diameter at the middle, widening towards either end, found 
at Kirkcowan (F. D., S. P. T. ii. 319 ; P. S. A. S. xv. 266) ; (l7) of sand- 
stone, 9|- inches in length by 4f inches in breadth, with part of one side 
at edged end broken off, found at Duplin, Balgown; (18) of gray diorite, 
wedge-shaped, 1 1 inches in length by 4^ inches in breadth and 3f inches 
in thickness, partially perforated on each face, and ajDparently unfinished 
in form, found at Balgour, Kirkcolm; (19) of gritty sandstone, lO-f inches 
in length by 5 inches in breadth, well formed, with rounded butt and 
flat faces, found at Barness, Wigtown; (20) of greenstone, 10 inches in 
length by 3^ inches in breadth, much weathered on the surface, and 
narrower in comparison to its length than the majority of specimens, 
found at Bishop's Burn, Penninghame ; (21) of diorite, S^V inches in 
length by 4f inches in breadth, with the haft-hole about the middle 
of its length, and imperfect at the edged end, found at Wigtown ; (22) 
of granitic stone, 7^ inches in length by 3j% inches in breadth, much 
weathered, also found at Wigtown; (23) of silurian sandstone, wedge- 
shaped, 9^ inches in length by 4 inches in breadth, well formed and with 
smoothed faces, found at Old Luce ; (24) of silurian sandstone, 8^ inches in 
length by 3f inches in breadth, with rounded butt, and the surface roughly 
weather-worn, found at Glenluce; (25) of whinstone, 9| inches in leno-th 
by 3|- inches in breadth, imperfect along the length on one side, much 
weathered, found at Airiehassan; (26) of quartzite, barrel-shaped, 4^ inches 
in length by 3^ in breadth, and 2f inches in thickness, with the haft-hole 
roughly triangular in outline and irregularly formed, in consequence of the 
perforation from either face not meeting accurately in the centre, found at 
Glenluce ; (27) of gritty sandstone, oval-shaped, 2^-^^ inches in length by 
2 j\ inches in greatest breadth, with finely polished haft-hole wider at one 
end than the other, and slightly imperfect at the wider end, the broader end 
much abraded by use, has no precise locality, but was found in 
Wigtownshire. 

In addition to the perforated hammers enumerated above there are 
portions of three others : (1) of whinstone, edged end only, found 
at Stewarton, Sorbie ; (2) of granitic stone, the butt end, which has 
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subsequently been used as a hammer-stone, found at Orcbardton, parish of 
Sorbie ; (3) of granite, a mere fragment, found in the parish of Glasserton. 

Slickstones. — ^As already mentioned (p. 2) the Museum contains three 
of these small implements of quartzite from Wigtownshire, which may be 
described as follows : — (1) is 2f inches in length by fths inch in breadth 
and x^ths inch in thickness, and was found in a drain at Bine, Kirkcolm 
(F. D. G. i. 19; P. S. A. S. xii. 120, ib. xxiii. 219); (2) is S^V inches in 
length by 1 inch in breadth and xi't^^^ inch in thickness, and was found at 
Capenoch ; (3) is 2^ inches in length by |-ths inch in breadth and fths 
inch in thickness, and was found at Eldrig, Mochrum. The most of these 
implements appear to have been formed from ordinary water-worn pebbles 
of quartzite, of regular form, by merely grinding or smoothing the two 
longest sides, the broad faces meantime retaining their natural surface. 
Only in two of the eight specimens in the Museum have the broad faces 
also been ground. 

Sharpening Stone. — This is of reddish sandstone, hollowed on each face.

and was found with a small stone axe lying on it, as shown in the figure, 
near the sand-hills, Stoneykirk (F. D., P. S. A. S. xv. 263). 

Whetstones. — The whetstones in the Museum are of two kinds : — (l) 
oblong, with a perforation at one end for suspension ; and (2) oval-shaped, 
with an oblique groove on one face. Of the former there are three 
specimens, and of the latter two, all of quartzite. The perforated specimens 
are in all probability of BroLze Age date, but the oval grooved specimens 
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are known to belong to the Iron Age. The sizes of the first three are 
2Axfi-Xx\ inches; (2) 2|xifx-| inches; and (3) Sifxl^^VxTa 
inches. Of the grooved specimens (I) measures 3^ inches in length by 
2| inches in breadth, and was found at East Freugh, Stoneykirk ; (2) is 
3f inches in length -by 2| inches in breadth, and is without a precise 
locality, though found in Wigtownshire. 

Polishers. — Three small stone implements may be described as 
polishers : (I) of sandstone, measures 2^ inches in length by 2^ inches in 
breadth ; the (2) is of slatestone, and was found in Whithorn churchyard ; 
the (3) is of quartzite, oval-shaped, pointed at each end, and with one face 
polished, it was found at Barnkirk. 

Perforated Pebbles. — In addition to the specimens of these implements 
from Glenluce sand-hills, there are also a few from other localities in 
Wigtownshire in the Museum : (I) of sandstone, found at Balcraig, 
Glasserton (F. D. C. v. 33 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 213) ; (2) of sandstone, found 
at Kirkcowan (F. D. C. v. 33; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 212, 213); (3) of sand- 
stone, disc-shaped, found at Gillespie, Old Luce (D. C. i. 17); (4) rounded, 
of sandstone, 5f inches in breadth, found at Clachshant, Stoneykirk ; 

(5) disc-shaped, of sandstone, 2|- inches in diameter, found at Drummore ; 

(6) of sandstone, rudely formed, 2 inches in diameter, with the perforation 
picked from each face, found at Craiglemine ; (7) of sandstone, rude and 
imperfect, 3f x 2f inches, found at Carleton. Several other specimens 
from Wigtownshire, numbering about twenty in all, need not be men- 
tioned in detail, as they are nearly all without precise localities and are 
all of common types. 

Miscellaneous Stone Implements. — (1) A wedge-shaped implement of 
micaceous sandstone, 7^ inches in length by 2^-^^ inches across the sharp 
end, found at Glasserton; (2) disc of slaty sandstone, 11 inches in diameter, 
with a perforation -| inch in diameter, picked from each face through the 
centre ; (3) a small block of sandstone with a rudely picked hollow on one 
face, found at Balcraig; (4) a pebble of sandstone with a roughly picked hollow 
on one face, found at Kidsdale, Glasserton ; (5) a small block of sandstone, 
with a cup-shaped depression on one side, 2^ inches in depth by 2f inches in 
diameter at the top ; (6) a small pebble of greenstone, with an iron ring 
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attached — a weight probably; (7, 8) pebbles, each with perforation at one 
end, one found at Blairbuy and the other at Carleton; (9) pebble of sand- 
stone with a rudely picked hollow on one side, found at Mochrum ; (10) 
eighteen discs of shale or cannel coal, the largest measuring 2|- inches in 
diameter and the smallest If inches, all roughly worked to a circular form, 
and some partly ground smooth, all found in digging in the church- 
yard at Portpatrick in December 1892 ;^ (11) a disc of greenstone, 5 inches 
in diameter, polished on one face, found at Grennan, Kirkmaiden (F. D. 
C V. 35 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 216); (12) a conical-shaped stone, artificially 
smoothed, found at Carleton; (13) two halves of a small mould of 
steatitie stone for casting sleeve-links ; (14) portions of four other similar 
moulds ; (15) a weaver's smoothing or rubbing stone of basalt ; (16) a sink- 
stone of sandstone, with a perforation through one end, found at Carleton ; 
(17) six socket-stones of gates or mills, formerly in use at Kirkcolm and 
Glenluce, and of comparatively modern date; (18) three rubbing stones of 
gritty stone, formerly used with the " saddle-querns '' for grinding meal, 
etc. ; (19) is an irregular circular disc of jet, 2^ inches in diameter, with a 
perforation f inch in diameter through the centre, found at Louden, 
Penninghame ; (20) a polisher of hematite, of the quadrangular form, found 
at Kirkcolm (D. C. i. 9) ; (21) another polisher, also of hematite, probably 
found in Wigtownshire, as it was in Sir Herbert Maxwell's Collection ; (22) 
is a "bracer" of fine-grained green sandstone, such as has been found in 
interments of the Bronze Age, found at Mid Torrs, Old Luce (F. D. C. i. 
19); (23) is an object of baked clay, resembling a small crucible, found 
near a circular fort at Balfron, Kirkinner. 

Hammer-stones. — -In addition to the numerous hammer-stones from the 
different Lake - Dwellings in the county, the Museum possesses a large 
number from other parts of Wigtownshire. These implements are mostly 
oblong water-worn pebbles of quartz, gneiss, and granite, abraded at one or 
both ends by use, and are so similar that with two or three exceptions it 
will not be necessary to mention them in detail. The mere number from each 
locality may be sufficient. Of the exceptional specimens, one, grooved round 
the middle, was foiind in use as a weight to secure an animal in the stable 
at BarhuUion (F. D. C. v. 30 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 213). Two hammer-stones

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of gneiss, here described, are said to have been found with a portion of an 
urn of Bronze Age type, a flint knife, and a small ball of granitic stone, at 
Sand Minnicks, Mid Terrs {Collections, vi. 100; P. S. A. S. xxii. 68). One 

of the hammer-stones (Fig. 13) has seven Avell- 
formed hollows on its surface, each about 1^ inch 
in diameter ; while the other has six similar hollows. 
Similar specimens found in Sweden are figured by 
Nilsson.^ The remaining specimens are divided 
among the under-mentioned places as follows : 
Glenluce, twenty-eight ; Clachshant, twenty-one ; 
Torrs, nineteen ; Freugh, Stoneykirk, ten ; Balcraig,

Spindle- WJiorls. — Of this class of implement the Museum possesses a 
large number from Wigtownshire, there being 37 in all in the Collection. 
The majority are probably not of any great age, and may perhaps date only 
from the last century. None of them call for special mention, and a brief 
note of their material and size will be sufficient: (1) is of sandstone, 1^-^ 
inch in diameter, and was found at Drummore ; (2) is also of sandstone, 1^ 
inch in diameter, rudely ornamented with straight incised lines, and was 
found at Glasserton ; (3) is of claystone, if inch in diameter, and was 
found at Penninghame; (4) is of sandstone, 1^-^^ inch in diameter, irre- 
gular in form, and was found at Mains of Penninghame ; (5) is of claystone. 
If inch in diameter, and was found at Airiehassan ; (6) is of steatitic 
stone. If inch in diameter, cone-shaped, and ornamented with concentric 
circles; (7) is of sandstone, 1^ inch in diameter, flat, cone-shaped, and 
ornamented with concentric circles; (8) of fine sandstone, If inch in 
diameter, imperfect on one face ; (9) of sandstone, l^^ inch in diameter, 
ornamented on one face with four incised lines — all four found at 
Kirkmaiden; (10) of greenstone, If inch in diameter; (11) also of green-

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stone, I^ inch in diameter; (12) of sandstone, 1^-^ inch in diameter, 
imperfect, and rudely ornamented with incised lines — all three found at 
Balcraig; (13) of claystone, l-f\ inch in diameter, ornamented with 
concentric circles on each face, found at Drumscallan; (14) of claystone. If 
inch in diameter, rudely formed, found at St. Ninian's Cave, Glasserton ; 
(15) of sandstone, if inch in diameter, found at Kirkinner; (16) of 
sandstone, If inch in diameter, slightly imperfect, ornamented with 
straight lines radiating from the spindle-hole; (17) of red sandstone, l-^^y 
inch in diameter, ornamented on each face with straight incised lines 
radiating from the spindle-hole and alternating, with dots ; (18) of steatitic 
stone, ly^ inch in diameter, ornamented with one circle round the 
spindle-hole on one face, — these three without precise localities; (19) of 
Silurian sandstone, if inch in diameter, ornamented on one face with two 
incised circles concentric with the spindle-hole; (20) of gray shale, 1:^ inch 
in diameter, ornamented with three slightly incised circles round the 
spindle-hole ; (21) of steatitic stone, 1|- inch in diameter, tinornamented, with 
rounded edges — all three found at Kirkcolm ; (22) of steatitic stone, If 
inch in diameter, ornamented with divergent lines on one face, found at 
Balmurrie, New Luce; (23-30) eight specimens of claystone and sandstone, 
mostly unornamented, from 1 inch to If inch in diameter, all found at the 
south end of Kirkmaiden; (31) of claystone. If inch in diameter, found 
at Balcarrie, Glenluce ; (32) of clay-slate, 1 inch in diameter, semi-globular 
in form, and ornamented with incised concentric circles, found at Gleniron, 
Glenluce ; (33-37) five specimens found in Wigtownshire, but without 
precise localities. 

Pebbles, with indented holloiv on either face. — In addition to a few 
specimens found on the Glenluce Sands, the National Museum possesses 
four specimens of these implements from Wigtownshire, all of which have 
already been figured and described : (1) Of silurian sandstone, found at 
Balcraig, Glasserton (F. D. (7. v. 31 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 211); (2) of granite, 
found at Machermore, Old Luce (F. D. C. i. 18 ; P. S. A. S. xi. 583, xxxiii. 
211 ; Munro, S. L.-D. p. 56); (3) of silurian sandstone, found at Gillespie, 
Old Luce (D. C. i. 17 ; F. D. G. ii. 2 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 211) ; (4) of silurian 
sandstone, found at Goldenoch, Leswalt (D. C. i. 18; F. D. C. ii. 3 ; 
P. S. A. S. xxiii. 211).

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Quern Stones. — The National Museum possesses four quern stones from 
Wigtownshire, two of which are from Barhapple Crannog. 

1. This specimen is one of the finest in the Collection. It is of gray 
granite, and measures 18 inches in diameter and 2^ inches in thickness.

and was found in the neighbourhood of Stranraer. The upper face is 
ornamented by an incised equal-armed cross, the arms of which are each 
6 inches in length. It is shown in Fig. 14. Such ornamental querns are 
not common in Scotland. The finest in the National Collection is also 
ornamented with the figure of a cross, and was found, with a bronze 
mirror and other objects bearing " Late Celtic " ornamentation, in the 
parish of Balmaclellan, Galloway. 

2. The second specimen is also an upper stone of gray granite, and 
measures 15|^ inches in diameter. It was probably found near Monreith. 

The specimens from Barhapple Crannog are described under " Lake- 
Dwellings." 

Bronze Implements. 

Flat Axes. — Of axes of this type found in Wigtownshire the Museum 
possesses only three specimens. The first specimen, found in the Moss of 
Cree, and measuring 5 inches in length, has already been figured and 
described (G ii. 6 ; P. S. A. S. xiv. 130; S. P. T. ii. 195). The second 
specimen, which measures 6 inches in length by 3 inches across the 
cutting face, was found in ploughing a field at Barrach, Mochrum. It 
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appears to be of copper, and has been analysed by Mr. W. Ivison-Macadam, 
but his analysis has not yet been published. The third specimen is 4^-|- 
inches in length by 2| inches across the cutting face. Across the centre 
of each face is a faintly outlined stop-ridge, and the sides present slight 
traces of flanges — too slight, however, to class the implement under the 
second type. One face below the stop-ridge is marked by 17 vertical 
rows of short punch marks ; the other face by 10 horizontal rows of 
oblique punch marks, each row bordered on either side by incised lines. 
The cutting edge and sides are considerably frayed. This implement was 
turned up by the plough on the farm of Whithorn, Kevans. 

Flanged Axes. — Of bronze axes of this type the Museum possesses 
four specimens from Wigtownshire, three of which have already been 
figured and described in the Collections: (l) 6^ inches in length, found 
at Barr, Penninghame (F. D. C. v. 40, 41 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 220). (2) 4i 
inches in length, imperfect at the butt, with the remains of a loop on 
one side, which is a rare feature on axes of this type, found at Culnoag, 
Sorbie (F. D. C. v. 40, 42 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 221). (3) 5l inches in length, 
hammered on the butt end, found at Derry, Kirkcowan (F. D. (7. v. 40, 
41). (4) 5f inches in length by 1 j^^ inches across the cutting face, much 
worn by weathering, found at Barhullion. 

Socketed Axes. — Of bronze axes of this form the Museum possesses 
five specimens from Wigtownshire, none of which call for special remark. 
(1) The first is the fine one found at Penninghame, measuring ^^ inches in 
length, and which has already been described and figured (C v. 41, 42 ; 
P. S. A. S. xxiii. 222). (2) The second specimen is 4 inches in length by 
If inch across the cutting face, and is imperfect at the socket end, found 
at Kirkland, Leswalt. (3) Is 3 inches in length by 1^ inch across the 
cutting face, and was found at Derry, Mochrum. (4) Is 2|- inches in 
length by 2^ inches across the cutting face, and is slightly imperfect at 
the mouth. It was found at Penninghame. (5) Is 3^ inches in length 
by 2^ inches across the cutting face, and was found at Whithorn. 

In this section may also be included the unique miniature bronze axe 
found at Stelloch, Glasserton, which has also been described and figured 
in the fifth volume of the Collections (pp. 41, 42 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 221). 

Spear-heads. — 1. Spear-head 15^ inches in length, curved longitudinally. 
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found at BarhuUion, Glasserton (F. D. C. ii. II, 13; S. P. T. ii. 182; 
P. S. A. S. xiv. 138 ; ibid, xxiii. 224). 

2. Spear-head, 9|- inches in length, with loops at the base of the blade ; 
found at Merton Hall, Penninghame (F. D. C. ii. 13; S. P. T. ii. 184; 
P. S. A. S. xir. 138). 

3 Is a small javelin -head, 3 inches in length, slightly imperfect, with 
a small loop on either side of the socket at the base of the blade : it was 
found in Balgown Moss, Kirkcolm. 

Dagger-blade. — A fine large dagger-blade 12|- inches in length, with 
four rivet holes in the base of the blade, each with its rivet still in place, 
found at Whiteleys, Inch, has already been figured and described (C. ii. 
12; S. P. T. ii. 177; P. S. A. S. vii. 423; ibid. xiv. 136). It is the only 
specimen of its kind in the Collection from Wigtownshire. 

Sword. — The only bronze sword in the collection from Wigtownshire is 
the one found at Dowie's Burn, already figured and described ( C ii. 14; 
P. S. A. S. xiv. 139; ibid, xxiii. 223; S. P. T. ii. 174). 

Armlet. — A penannular armlet, ribbed transversely, and the ends 
terminating in snakes' heads, found at Fell of BarhuUion, Glasserton, has 
also been figured and described (C. v. 42, 43 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 225). 

Tnimpet. — A portion of a bronze side-blast trumpet, showing a part 
of the mouthpiece on one side, found at Innermessan, Inch, has been 
figured and described (C. v. 43; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 224). 

Gold Ornaments. — Objects of gold found in Wigtownshire appear to 
be rare, and the National Museum only possesses two specimens of gold 
ornaments, both recently acquired.^ 

1. This specimen is a small thick penannular ring, formed of a thin 
plate of gold wrapped round a copper core. It is stated to have been 
found iu Galloway, but the precise locality is not stated. A similar 
specimen was found in Skye, and three others are among the objects found 
in the late Bronze Age hoard recently discovered at Balmashanner, Forfar- 
shire." Several specimens found in Ireland are described by Wilde.^

weighs 426 grains. It is one of a pair said to have been found in a cairn 
at Penninghame ; and is shown the full size in the accompanying figure 
(Fig. 15). The form is a common one, and there are specimens in the 
Museum from Arran, Alloa, and the West Highlands. 



Uens. 

The Museum possesses a number of urns of various types from 
Wigtownshire, several of which have been found in fragments and rebuilt. 
Several have already been described and figured in the Collections. 

Cinerary Urns. — (1) A small urn of this type, 3|- inches in height, 
rudely ornamented with zigzag lines on the 
outside of the rim, is one of the two smallest 
urns of this form in the National Collection. 
It was found in a gravel pit at Craigen- 
hoUie, Glenluce (D. C. vi. 101, 102), and is 
shown in the accompanying figure (Fig. 16). 
(2) 14 inches in height, with five rows of 
oval indentations round the upper part, found 
at Mid Torrs, Glenluce (F. D. G vi. 87, 88 ; 
P. S. A. S., xxi. 183). (3) Upper part of a 
large cinerary urn, 12^ inches in diameter, 
found at Mid Torrs, Glenluce. The Rev. George Wilson in describing

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this urn has fallen into an excusable error. The lighter shading of 
the lower part of the urn in the engraving, he says, shows the part 
added to complete the urn, whereas it was only added to the woodcut 
to complete the outline (F. D. C. vi. 88, 89; P. S. A. S. xxi. 184). 
(4) 12|- inches in height, with two raised bands round the circumference, 
found at Mid Torrs, Glenluce (D. C. vi. 87, 88). (5) 10|- inches in 
height, found at Bankfield, Glenluce, along with the small unorna- 
mented cup urn mentioned below (F. D. C. vi. 91-93; P. S. A. S. xxi. 
186). (6) Portion of one side and part of the rim of a small cinerary 
urn, said to have been found along with the mortar-like vessel described 
below, on the moor between Torhouskie and Balnab (F. D. C vi. 90 ; 
P. S. A. S. xxi. 188). {7) Rim portion of a large cinerary urn, 13 J 
inches across the mouth, found inverted at Knockencrunge, Mid Torrs 
(D. C. vi. 93; P. S. A. S., xxi. 185). Under the urn were the whetstone

shown in the accompanying figure (Fig. 17), and several fragments of a 
small knife-dagger of bronze. The whetstone is of fine sandstone, and 
measures 3^ inches in length by -g- inch in breadth and \ inch in thickness, 
with a perforation at one end for suspension. The knife -dagger is too 
fragmentary and imperfect to be put together, but enough remains to 
show that it is of the flat triangular type, attached to the haft by rivets 
(see P. S. A. S. xxii. 66, 67). 

Food Vessel. — There is only one specimen of this class of urn in the 
National Museum, 5 inches in height, and found at Clendrie, Inch. It is 
figured the half-size in Fig. 18, and has already been described ((7. vi. 101). 

* 

Cup Urns. — (1) 1^ inch in height by 2| inches in diameter, orna- 
mented by two incised zigzag lines round the outside of the mouth ; found 
at High Torrs, Glenluce (F. D. C. vi. 93, 102). (2) 1| inch in height by 
2|- inches in diameter, unornamented, found with the cinerary urn (No. 
5) mentioned above at Bankfield, Glenluce. 
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Mortar (?). A vessel resembling a mortar or crucible, 3^ inches in 
height by 3f across the mouth, stated to have been found with the portion 
of cinerary urn described above (No. 6) between Torhouskie and Balnab. 
The bottom is l^ inch in thickness, and the sides at the lip a \ inch, 
gradually increasing in thickness towards the bottom. There is not suffi- 
cient evidence for assigning this vessel to the Bronze Age (D. C. vi. 91).

Collections feom Special Localities. 

Glenluce Sand-hills. — The sand-hills at Glenluce have yielded an 
immense number of objects ranging in date from the Stone Age down 
almost to the present day. The sands appear to have formerly been the 
site of a manufactory of stone implements, like the Calbin sands in Elgin- 
shire and the Stevenston sands in Ayrshire. The finest specimens found 
on the Grlenluce sands have been figured and described from time to time 
in the Collections and in the Proceedings of the Society of Antiquaries of 
Scotland, by the Kev. George Wilson, through whom chiefly the Collection 
was obtained for the Museum. Arranged in a chronological order, the 
Collection is found to consist chiefly of implements of flint and stone of 
prehistoric date, such as arrow-heads, knives, scrapers, etc., numerous small 
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objects of bronze, beads and portions of armlets of jet, glass, and vitreous 
paste, brooches, mountings, etc., of mediaeval date, and coins, needle's, pins, 
clasps, buckles, and miscellaneous objects of modern times. Although, as 
already mentioned, the principal objects have already been figured and 
described, the collection as a whole still remains to be dealt with. This 
however, is impossible within the limits of the present paper, which can 
only attempt a brief enumeration of the various objects as now in the 
Museum. The following is a brief list of the various objects, with the 
number of specimens of each : — 



Arrow-heads of flint, of various forms, including imperfect specimens 

Flint implements in the form of unfinished arrow-heads 

Saws of fliut, with single and double edges, some finely serrated . 

Knives of flint, mostly neatly worked, single and double edged 

Small finely worked flint flakes 

Portions of flint knives, calcined, which have probably accompanied 

Bronze Age burials 
Pointed implements of flint, probably borers 
Oval, pointed, and other worked implements of flint 
Small chips and flakes, showing working on the edges 
Cores of flint, from which flakes have been struck off 
Worked flints each with hollow scraping edge 
Scrapers of various forms (including strike-a-lights) . 
Gun and pistol flints . . . . 

Chips and Hakes of flint, uuworked 

Fragments of stone axes, including a few much sand-worn 
Spinning whorls (33) and fragments (17) 
Chips and flakes of pitchstone . 
Fragments of hematite . 

Fragments of armlets, beads, etc., and unworked pieces of jet 
Beads of vitreous paste, glass, amber, etc. (all ancient) 
I'ortions of two armlets of vitreous paste (early Iron Age)

The finest of the specimens found on the Glenluce sands have been 
figured and described from time to time by the Eev. George Wilson of 
Glenluce (see Collections, i. pp. 20-30; ii. 12, 14-16; v. 44; P. S. A. S. 
xi. 580-587; xiv. 129, 136, 139-142; xv. 262-276; xxiii. 225). 

Doivalton. — The Lake-Dwellings in Dowalton Loch were the richest of 
those discovered in Wigtownshire in their yield of antiquities. The first 
examination of the Lake-Dwellings in this loch was in the year 1863, at which 
time the bulk of the specimens were found. Subsequent exploration in 
1884 added a few more articles to the number previously discovered. The 
whole collection has been so frequently described and illustrated that it is 
unnecessary to do more than refer to the original accounts [Collections, 
V. pp. 77-106; P. S. A. S. vi. 114-125; xxiii. 217, 219, 227 ; Munro, 
Scot. L.-D. pp. 38-50). 

Inch-Cryndil. — The Lake-Dwelling in the Black Loch (anciently called 
" Loch Inch-Cryndil "), in the parish of Inch, was explored by the late Mr. 
C. E. Dalrymple in 1871, and an account of his discoveries is published in 
the Proceedings of the Society of Antiquaries (vol. ix. pp. 388-392; see also 
Collections, v. 106-112). The principal objects found, and now in the 
Museum, consist of: — (l) an imperfect double-edged comb of bone (F. C. 
V. 112; Munro, S. L.-D. p. 59); (2) portion of an enamelled armlet of 
green glass ; and (3) part of the rim of a large vessel of cast bronze. 

Barlockliart Loch. — From the Lake-Dwelling in Barlockhart Loch^ the 
Museum possesses two upper stones of querns, a 
grinding or polishing stone, and a small finger-ring of 
stone. The quern stones are both upper ones, 
and of granite. One is cone-shaped, and the other 
of ordinary form and imperfect. The ring (Fig. 19) is 
apparently of shale, and measures 1^ inch in diameter, 
and the perforation | inch (F., P. S. A. S. xv.

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Ravenstone. — From the site of the lake-dwelling in Eavenstone Moss ^ 
we have the fragments of a small quaich or cup of wood, and a broad 
wooden paddle, 2 feet 4 inches in length bj 10 inches broad (F. C. v. 
pi. xix. 4). 

Black Loch of Myrton. — On the site of a lake- dwelling discovered in 
the dried bed of the Black Loch of Myrton were found a number of large 
well-used hammer-stones of white quartz (two figured, C. v. 83, 84 ; P. S. 
A. S. xxiii. 214, 215), which are now in the Museum. 

Barhapple. — The lake-dwelling in Barhapple Loch,^ explored in 1880, 
has yielded the following objects, all of which are now in the Museum : — 
(l) ring of shale, 2f inches in diameter (F. C. iii. 55, v. 117 ; P. S. A. S. 
xxiii. 219; Munro, S. L.-D. p. 186); (2) two fragments of two other rings 
of shale (F. C. v. 120) ; (3) portion of the handle of a wooden implement, 
5 inches in length (F. C. v. 121; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 229); (4) portion of 
lead ore ; (5) a hammer-stone ; (6) pieces of charred -wood and a nut. 

AirieoUand. — From the site of this lake-dwelling,^ excavated in 1884, 
we have a fair number of relics, the principal of which are: (l) four 
whetstones; (2) six discs of claystone ; (.3) a whorl-like object of horn 
(F. D. a V. 114; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 231) ; (4) a small button-like object of 
bronze (F. D. C v. 115 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 225 ; (5) portions of two clay 
crucibles (one F. D. C. v. 114; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 227); (6) a jet bead and 
portion of a ring or armlet also of jet ; (7) fourteen beads of scarlet vitreous 
paste (F. D. C. v. 113; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 228); (8) a worked flint and a 
few other objects. 



Animal Eemains. 

From Wigtownshire the National Museum possesses two pairs of horns 
of the red deer (Cervus elaphus), a part of another, also of red deer, and the 
left palmated antler of a true elk, the Cervus alces of Linnseus.

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■ 1. The elk antler (Fig. 20) was drawn out of the estuary of the River 
Cree, between Newton-Stewart and Creetown, along with the broken part 
of red deer horn already mentioned. Both specimens were described by the

late Dr. John Alexander Smith in a paper read before the Society of 
Antiquaries of Scotland. The elk antler is described by him as being 
" very distinct in character, the palm spreading out into its three branches, 
the broad palmated brow antler to the front, the beam-like portion running 
straight outward from the burr of the horn, and the large palm or back 
antler running apparently from the whole of the back part of the beam." ^ 
The broken portion of horn is the extremity of the horn of a crown-antlered 
stag, described by Dr. Smith as a richly marked horn " terminating above 
in two points, the third having been broken off, the whole showing the cup- 
shaped extremity of a crown-antlered stag."^ 

2. The horns with portion of the skull of a large red deer, showing 
twelve points, found in the River Cree, were presented to the Museum in

shown in the accompanying figure (Fig. 21). Unfortunately the 
extremities of the horns have been broken off', yet nevertheless they are 
remarkable for their size and bulk. The right horn from the burr to its 
broken extremity is 24 inches in length and 10 inches in circumference 
immediately above the burr. The left horn is 29 inches in length from the 
burr to the broken extremity, and is 9^ inches in circumference just above 
the burr. ^ 

Sculptured Stones. 

The sculptured stones from Wigtownshire in the National Collection 
number sixteen in all, and the greater number of them are of considerable 
interest. 

1. This specimen is the circular head of a wheel cross of gray sandstone, 
24 inches in diameter, ornamented by four holes ranged at equal distances

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round a central boss.^ It was found in the churchyard at Whithorn along 
with the stone No. 2. 

2 Is the circular head and part of the shaft of a wheel cross of gray

sandstone. The head is similar to the one just described, with the exception 
that the four holes are replaced by four bosses within circles, and that the 
diameter is 25|- inches. 3Che portion of shaft remaining measures only 6 
inches in length by 1 8 inches in breadth, and bears a pattern of interlaced 
work on each face. Found along with the above at Whithorn.

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3. This stone is a sculptured slab of graywacke, 3 feet 6 inches in 
height by 17 inches in width, and was found at Craignarget, Gillespie, 
Glenluce. On the upper part is the j&gure of a cross with the sun and 
moon above either arm; below are two small equal-armed crosses, and 
various other devices. On the lower part of the slab is a figure of the 
fylfot or swastica, a cross, circles, etc. The stone is shown in Fig. 22. 

4. This is the finest of the sculptured stones from Wigtownshire in the 
National Collection. It is a sculptured slab of graywacke, 66 inches in 
height by 15 J inches in breadth and 5 inches in greatest thickness. 
The back of the slab is in its original water-worn condition, but the front or 
face of the stone has been partially smoothed, and bears at the top a cross 
pattee, and below it a pattern of interlaced work, extending nearly to the 
bottom of the stone. It was dug up in the churchyard of Glenluce many 
years ago, and was used for a considerable time as a seat at the door of a 
house in the village. It is shown in Fig. 23. 

5 Is part of a cross-shaft of bluish-gray sandstone, 43 inches in length 
by 19 inches in greatest breadth, tapering slightly towards either end, and 
2^ inches in thickness. On one face is a running pattern of interlaced 
work composed of two interlacing bands, the interlacements being enclosed 
within interlacing circles. The other face of the stone bears a pattern of 
interlacements without circles. Found at Craiglemine in the parish of 
Glasserton, and shown in Figs. 24, 25 (obverse and reverse). 

6 Is a small fragment of a plain wheel -headed cross, showing the 
central boss and part of one of the arms. Found at Craiglemine, 
Glasserton. 

7. Part of a cross-shaft of bluish-gray sandstone, 42 inches in length, 
including the tenon on the base, by 19 inches in greatest breadth, and 3^ 
inches in thickness. At the base immediately above the tenon the breadth 
is 172- inches, and the slab also narrows towards the top, where it is broken. 
Each face is covered with a different pattern of interlaced work ; that on 
one face being considerably worn at the middle. Found at the Mains of 
Penninghame, and shown in Figs. 26, 27 (obverse and reverse). 

8 Is a part of a slab of sandstone, 1 1 inches in length by 9 inches in 
breadth and 2 inches in thickness. It bears on one face the upper part of 
an incised cross of Maltese form ; and was found on the site of Chapel 
Donnan, Kirkcolm. 

9 Is an irregular quadrangular-shaped block of sandstone, 10 inches in 
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length by 5 inches in breadth and 3 inches in thickness. It bears a faintly 
incised cross of Maltese form on each of its broad faces, and was found near 
Chapel Donnan, Kirkcolm. These two stones (Nos. 8, 9) may have served 
as boundary-marks or march-stones. 

10. Portion of a sculptured slab of greywacke, 33 inches in length by 
15 mches in breadth. On the face is a rudely-incised cross, the arms of

which are nearly equal. In each of the four angular spaces between the 
arms is a circular depression. The back of the slab may also have been 
sculptured, but it is now all scaled off. Found in 1882 at Knock, in the 
parish of Glasserton. 

11. The head and upper portion of the shaft of a cross of gray sand- 
stone, 26^ inches in length, and 16|^ inches in breadth across the head, 
the shaft ornamented with a running pattern of interlaced work, and the 
head showing a central boss, and four smaller bosses and circular spaces in 
the four angles. From the parish of Glasserton.

12. This is a portion of a broken cross-slab of sandstone, and measures 
26 inches in length by 11 inches in breadth, and bears on one side part 
of a pattern of interlaced work. From Mochrum. 

13. A slab of sandstone 25 inches in length by 10-g^ inches in breadth 
and 2^ inches in thickness, and bearing on the face two incised crosses 
superimposed, forming a kind of " cross patriarchal" ; found at St. Ninian's

Cave, PhysgiU (F. D. C. v. p. 2, and pi. vi. fig. 4; P. S. A. S. xvii 
321). 

14. Upper portion of a sculptured slab of greywacke, now 22 inches in 
length by 1 5 inches in breadth and 5^ inches in thickness. It bears on 
the face the incised figure of a cross of an unusual pattern. In the angles 
above each arm are two groups of three incised dots. This slab was found 
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built into a dry-stone wall on the south-east slope of the Mull of Sunnoness, 
and is shown in Fig. 28.^ 

15. A boulder of greywacke, 34 inches in length by 10^ inches in 
breadth and 6|r inches in greatest thickness. In consequence of the stone 
being a good deal fractured it is a little difficult to make out the details of 
the sculpturing. The face shows a raised parallelogram, 12 inches in length 
by 9^ inches in breadth, enclosing two segments of circles set back to back, 
and each embracing two concentric segments. The reverse bears three 
sides of a parallelogram of incised lines, enclosing an incised cross of St. 
Andrew's form, between the two upper limbs of which is a segment of a

circle open towards the top and with a dot-like depression in the centre. 
Found at Cassendeoch, Barlockhart, Old Luce.^ 

16. A water- worn boulder of greywacke, 35 inches in length by 16 
inches in breadth and 6 inches in greatest thickness, formerly built into 
the wall of the mill at Drumore, in the parish of Stoneykirk, was presented 
to the Museum in 1873. It has been figured in the Proceedings of the 
Society of Antiquaries of Scotland ^ from a drawing by Sir Arthur Mitchell,

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taken when built into the wall of the mill, but as part of the sculptured 
face was at that time concealed it is again engraved as Figs. 29, 30, obverse 
and reverse. It bears on the face a curiously formed cross of an early 
form. On the back are a number of incised lines probably the beginning 
of another cross of similar form.

Beads, etc. 

In addition to the beads found among the remains from the Lake 
DwelUngs, and from the sandhills at Glenluce, there are a few from other 
parts of the county, (l) is of blue glass paste, If inches in diameter, -| 
inch in thickness, and shows irregular patches or streaks of yellow paste 
throughout the mass : it was found at Kirkmaiden. A very similar 
specimen has been figured by Wilson.^ (2) is of brown paste, 1 inch in 
diameter, and is ornamented round the circumference with rope patterns, 
and circles inlaid in yellow enamel. (3) is of yellow paste, f inch in 
diameter, and is ornamented with five spirals of blue and white. These

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two specimens are without localities, but are said to have been found in 
the shire. (4) is a ribbed melon bead of greenish-blue glazed paste 1^ 
inch in diameter, and was formerly in the possession of an old woman in 
the neighbourhood of Glenluce, who preserved it as an "Ethir [Adder]- 
bore stane." Similar beads have been found among the Lake-Dwelling 
remains from Dowalton Loch, and from Lochlee and Lochspouts in Ayr- 
shire ; and have also been found elsewhere in Scotland.^ The last specimen 
is a beautifully polished bead or ring of honey-coloured amber, 2 inches 
in diameter and f of an inch thick, and was found on the estate of Loch- 
ryan. It is probably not of great age.

Beonze Statuette. 

The small Bronze Statuette of Mercury here described was found in 
1871 in ploughing a field on the farm of Stelloch, near Monreith. Unfor- 
tunately the feet have been broken off and lost. The height is 4f inches. 
In his right hand the god holds a purse or money bag, while from his left 
arm and shoulder hangs his chlamys in plain folds. His left hand has

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probably held the caduceus. The head is winged. The figure is shown 
the half size in Fig. 31.^ 

A second bronze figure of Mercury 4 J inches in height, in a difi"erent 
attitude, found at Throsk, in the parish of St. Ninians, Stirlingshire, is also 
in the Museum and has been figured.^ 



Miscellaneous Objects. 

Implement. — ^This appears to be the half of a rounded handle of deer- 
horn, probably of a knife, 3|- inches in length, split longitudinally and 
polished on the outer face. It was found in St. Ninian's Cave, Glasserton. 

Tripod Ewer. — A tripod ewer of brass, 8 inches in height, found at 
Innermessan, Stranraer, has already been figured and described (C. v. p. 
40 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 227). 

Cooking Pots. — The Museum possesses three of these utensils from 
Wigtownshire, one of which is the largest in the Collection : (1) of brass, 
IS^ inches in height by 12 inches across the mouth, with three feet 
terminating in the resemblance of an animal's paws. It was found in 
Mochrum Loch in June 1891, and is shown in Fig. 32. (2) of brass, 11;^ 
inches in height, found in the drained bed of Dowalton Loch (F. D. C. v. 
39 ; P. S. A. S. xxiii. 226). (3) of iron, 10^ inches in height by 7 inches 
across the mouth, probably dating only from the last century. 

Clove. — An implement with a jointed iron head, and a long wooden 
handle, locally called a " clove," and formerly used for stripping the ends of 
flax ; from Gass, Kirkcowan. A similar implement formerly used in 
Colonsay is described in the Proceedings of the Society of Antiquaries.^ 

Wooden Candlestick. — This consists of a cruciform base of wood, to 
which is attached an upright stick 18 inches high. At 3^ inches from the 
top of the upright, there is attached a piece of iron f of an inch broad, and 
in the shape of the letter U. This piece of iron is attached in such a

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manner as to allow it to describe an arc of half a circle on one side of 
the upright. At the top of the upright there are three small nails inserted 
for the purpose of holding a candle-end after it has burned too low for 
the socket, and also for suspending therefrom a bunch of dips. Clasped 
to the fixed upright is what may be termed a free-moving upright, 21^

inches in length, one side of which is cut into a series of eight notches 
at intervals of about 2^ inches, with the exception of the fifth from the 
bottom, which is at a distance of only 1 inch from the preceding one, 
and 1|- inches from the following one. The notches commence at a 
distance of 4 inches from the bottom, and terminate at a distance of 3 
inches from the top. The top of this upright has a cone-shaped ferrule 
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of thin sheet iron, 2^ inches high. This free-moving upright is held in its 
place at the top by the U-shaped iron before mentioned, which is also 
for the purpose of catching into the notches, and so allowing the upright 

to be raised by successive stages to a height of 32|- 
inches, an increase of about 9 from its normal height 
of 23f inches. At the bottom this upright is held 
in position by another U-shaped piece of sheet iron 
■g- inch broad, which permits the upright to be freely 
raised from notch to notch. Owing to the fixed 
upright having been shortened in repairing at its 
insertion into the base, the three upper notches 
are now useless from the iron catch being too low 
down. 

This type of candlestick is locally known as a 
" carle," and was formerly in use in the farm-house 
at Glenkens.^ It is shown in Fig. 33. 

Leather Purse. — In 1886 the purse of sheep- 
skin here described was found at a depth of be- 
tween four and five feet in a moss, between Drum- 
moddie and Eavenstone, in the parish of Sorby.^ 
^"'■.f7i''^f^'"p'iT'^'" When examined its contents were found to be a 

candlestick from Glenkens. 

Scale J. spindle - whorl of steatite, and two silver farthings 

of Alexander III. One of these silver farthings is an unpublished 
variety, and is described by Mr. Cochran- Patrick as follows: "The 
farthings of Alexander III. are very rare, and up to the present time only 
one variety has been noticed, bearing on the reverse four mullets of six 
points. The variety now to be recorded bears one star of seven points, and 
three mullets of six points. It very often happens that the open space in 
the centre of the mullet gets closed up accidentally ; but in the present 
case the coin is in perfect preservation, and the star is quite different in 
appearance and size from the mullets." ^ 

Wooden Vessels. — (1) A large oval-shaped wooden dish, rudely cut

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out, with a projecting handle at each end, found in a moss at Kirkchrist, 
Penninghame, has already been figured and described in the Collections 
(vol. V. p. 37; also Pro. Soc. Ant. Scot, vol. xxiii. p. 230). (2) The 
second specimen is a small oblong cup of wood, which was found in Dalvaird 
Moss, Glenluce, and presented to the Museum in 1871. It has become 
shrunk and distorted in drying, and measures 4|- inches in length, 2^ inches 
in breadth, and If inch in depth. It has a projecting loop handle at one 
end. A precisely similar, though slightly larger specimen, found at 
Ardgour, Inverness-shire, is also in the Museum. 

Earthenware Jar. — This is a mediseval jar of a yellowish, unglazed 
ware, and measuring 5 inches in height by 5 inches in greatest diameter, 
contracting to 3f inches across the mouth. Found at Wigtown.

A BRONZE SWORD-SHEATH FOUND IN AYRSHIRE. 

The sword-sheath, represented on Plate I. (a, h, and c) may be seen in the 
College Museum, St. Andrews. I first became aware of its existence in 
August 1891 when, as one of the local secretaries for the Archseological 
Institute of Great Britain and Ireland, then holding its annual meeting 
in Edinburgh, I accompanied the members on an excursion to that ancient 
town. The sword-sheath, along with a number of other antiquarian objects, 
was exhibited in the lower hall of the College, and it at once attracted my 
attention as a relic of exceptional importance belonging to the so-called 
" Late Celtic " period. I had then no time to make inquiries as to its 
origin or to take a sketch of it, but resolved to do so at some future time. 
It was not till 25th March 1893, that I found an opportunity of carrying 
out my intention. By the courtesy of the curator of the museum, I am 
now enabled to lay before the members of the Ayrshire and Galloway 
Archseological Association the following notes and sketches of this 
interesting object. 

In the record book of the museum, the sword-sheath is entered as 
having been presented by Eev. Eobert Thomson, but, unfortunately, there 
is no date assigned to the entry ; and the present curator could give no 
information as to how long it has been in the museum beyond the general 
statement that it had been there for many years. Attached to it by a 
string there was a small card with " Mr. David Thomson " written on one 
side and " Sword-sheath found in draining near Bargany House, Ayrshire," 
on the other. 

The sheath has an elegant form, slightly tapering towards the point,

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and measures 24 inches in length by if in breadth. It is made of two 
plates of bronze, one of which is sufficiently large to be bent round at the 
margins, and made to overlap the other. The two plates were then riveted 
and soldered together. The point is strengthened by a stout heart-shaped 
tip, from which a marginal moulding runs for several inches on both 
edges, and from which again transverse bands extend across the body 
of the sheath. 

In point of execution the maker, while strictly adhering to the essential 
requisites of a substantial and useful weapon, has displayed no small 
amount of artistic taste by the method and forms in which he has arranged 
these different details. As will be seen from the sketches the two surfaces 
are nearly alike, the only differences being that, about 6 inches from the 
tip, the one (Plate I. a) has a curved crossband, half an inch broad, 
connecting the marginal mouldings, instead of two circular discs in the 
other (Plate I. h) ; and that the surface plate of the former is plain, while 
that of the latter shows a slight medial ridge, corresponding to a midrib on 
the sword. On neither surface is there any' trace of a loop for attachment 
to a sword-belt now to be seen, though, doubtless, some such arrangement 
must have formerly existed. On careful inspection of the greenish patina 
which uniformly covers the sheath, certain incised lines may be observed 
along the inner margin of the side moulding which, at the most expanded 
part of the heart-shaped tip, run outwards in the form of graceful curves, 
to the medial line of the margin. The crossband shown in Plate I. a 
has a triangular portion in its middle, and two highly oval-shaped spaces, 
one at each end, slightly raised in relief. 

The upper end of the sheath (Plate I. c) presents no ornamentation, but 
its terminal curve is a noteworthy feature, and finds a parallel in most of 
the weapons of the late Celtic period both in this country and on the 
continent. 

Although the characteristic linear and spiral ornamentation of late Celtic 
objects is by no means a prominent feature in this sheath, its structural 
parts are so arranged as to give it upon the whole an elegant appearance, 
and it is the style of art thus disclosed that gives to it its special archaeo- 
logical value. 

Only one other scabbard of this style of art has hitherto been found on 
Scottish ground. This example has for a long time found its proper resting- 
place in the National Museum of Antiquities in Edinburgh, but, like the

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former, it has no history beyond the fact that it was found on the Morton - 

hall estate, at the foot of the Pentland Hills (Fig. l). It has been described 

and illustrated by the late Sir Daniel Wilson in his Prehistoric 

Annals of Scotland (vol. ii. p. 129), and more recently by 

Dr. Joseph Anderson [Scotland in Pagan Times, p. 120).

shaped expansions at its lower extremity, and the whole front 
plate of the sheath are one solid casting, but the ornamental 
band carrying a loop in the middle is attached to its surface 
by pins. A remarkable peculiarity of this sheath — one which 
distinguishes it not only from the Ayrshire example, but from 
all other scabbards of this type known to me, is, that its 
posterior surface consists of a thin slip of beaten bronze, 
sliding in grooves formed by the recurved edges of the anterior 
plate. 

Another bronze sheath of this type was found by fishermen 
in the Eiver Tweed near the village of Carham, and is now in 
the collection of Canon Greenwell. It is 21 inches long and 
If inch broad. " It consists of the front of the sheath with a 
raised line in the centre, terminating in a triangle and with a 
solid end ; of the back only the lower part remains, the rest 
having been probably made of leather." {ArchcBologia, vol. 
xlv. p. 256, and pi. xvi.) 

Weapons of this class are, however, more numerous in 
England. Writing in 1880, Mr. Franks states that to his 
knowledge the geographical distribution of these swords or their 
sheaths was as follows : Bed of the Thames 8 ; Yorkshire 5 ; 
Lincolnshire 4 ; Dorsetshire 2, besides fragments ; Hertford- 
shire, Cumberland, and Lancashire, 1 each. Since then another 
example has come to light. It was found among the objects 
recently collected on the site of Hunsbury Hill or Danes Camp, 
near Northampton, a report of which is published in vol. 
xviii. pp. 53-61, of the Associated Architectural Societies' 
Reports and Papers, and consists of the anterior plate of a 
bronze scabbard about 30 inches long and 2 inches broad. 

It is thus described by Mr. C. H. Eead, Secretary of the Society of 

Antiquaries :

" This beautiful specimen is formed of a thin bronze plate on one face, 
the other face being open, and provided only with transverse ornamented 
plates; the edge is of the usual character, that is, a rounded recurved plate, 
the two edges of which clasp the plates forming the face and back of the 
sheath. The end of the sheath is of thicker metal, and of the usual heart- 
shaped form which characterises other sheaths of the same period. 
Towards the lower part, 8 inches from the point, is a pair of ornamental 
bosses formed of curves and circles, resembling birds' heads. At the back 
of this part is an engraved plate, with scrolls and circles, and two lower 
bands, also engraved, which do not correspond with anything on the front. 
The upper end of the front of the sheath has an elegant pattern of scrolls 
and circles of the usual late Celtic type, very like the engraved ornaments 
on the bronze mirror from St. Keverne, in Cornwall {Archceological 
Journal, vol. xxx. p. 267). As a type, it is quite characteristic of late 
Celtic work, and in no part has it any resemblance to, or connection with, 
the production of Saxon times, as has been suggested." {Archceologia, 
vol. lii. p. 761 and pi. xxxv.) 

Most interesting details regarding the remarkable swords and sheaths 
of the late Celtic period will be found in Horce Ferales, pp. 172-196, and 
in Archceologia, vol. xlv. pp. 251-266, both written by Mr. Franks, the 
greatest living authority on the subject. 

Prior to the remarkable collection of military accoutrements found on 
the site of the crannog of Lisnacroghera, Ireland had furnished but a few 
fragments of weapons of late Celtic type. Mr. Eobert Day [Royal 
Historical and Archceological Association of Ireland, vol. v., fourth series, 
p. 266) recognised among a hoard of bronze objects found somewhere in 
county Eoscommon, five portions of a bronze scabbard, in which Mr. 
Wakeman sees a general likeness to those from Lisnacroghera. They 
are, however, too fragmentary to be of much value in this inquiry ; and, 
moreover, they were associated with objects of the Bronze Age, such as 
looped and socketed celts. But there can be no doubt of the nature of 
two end portions of sheaths, one said to be from county Galway, figured 
by Mr. Franks in Horce Ferales (pi. xvii. Fig. 4 (a) and {h). 

Up to the present time Lisnacroghera crannog or bog has yielded four 
sheaths, together with some fragments of the tip-mountings of one or two 
more. As all these, as well as the other objects found at Lisnacroghera, 
are fully described and illustrated in my work on the Lahe-Dwellings of 
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Europe, it is unnecessary to recapitulate the details here. Their typical 
connection with antiquities known as Gaulish and La Tene types is also 
fully discussed in the same work. It would be impossible to enter here on 
a general description of the numerous other objects of the late Celtic 
period which have been collected from time to time during the last thirty 
years since Mr. Franks first directed attention to this highly differentiated 
group, but those who may be specially interested in the subject will find 
important and perhaps controversial materials in the works already referred 
to, as well as in two recent articles, viz. " On a Late Celtic Urnfield at 
Aylesford, Kent," [ArchcBologia, 1890), and "The Discovery of an Ancient 
Lake-Village in Somersetshire," {Times, 24th Oct. 1892). For additional 
illustrations of the bronze sheaths, I would refer my readers to Collectanea 
Antiqua, vol. iii. pi. xvi., and vol. iv. pi. xxxiii. ; Proceediyigs of Archceo- 
logical Institute, York, volume (1846), pi. v. ; and Catalogue of Antiquities 
in Alnivick Castle. A perusal of these references will readily enable any 
one to become acquainted with all that has hitherto been published on 
late Celtic remains in Britain.

THE SEAL OF THE PRIORY OF WHITHORN. 



The Seal, of wMcli an illustration is given, was found on 5tli August 1891, 
in the Manse Garden at Soulseat, in the parish of Inch, Wigtownshire, by 
John Paton, Esq., F.S.A. Scot., H.M. Eegister House, Edinburgh, while on 
a visit to his son the minister of the parish. 
The Seal is oval in form, and the legend is 

• S. : CONVENTUS : CANDIDE : CASE. 

Charge. — The Pascal Lamb, carrying holy banner, the staff of which 
terminates upwards in a cross, with a crescent on the dexter side and an 
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estoile, six-rayed, on the sinister. Tlie lamb is bleeding from the throat 
into a chalice, which receives the stream of blood. At the base a fleur-de- 
lis with a three-leaved branch on each side. 

But little is known of the history of the Priory of Whithorn. It was 
founded during the reign of King David I. by Fergus Lord of Galloway for 
canons of the Premonstratensian Order. Chalmers, in his Caledonia, says,. 
" The house and its church were dedicated to St. Martin of Tours, to whom 
had been dedicated the original church by Ninian." Chalmers, in his 
Caledonia, also says, " The church of this priory appears from its size to 
have formed also the cathedral church of the diocese of Galloway upon its 
restoration by David I. : and the prior and canons compose the chapter of 
the bishops. The prior, as dean of the chapter, was next in dignity to the 
bishop, and was vicar-general of the see during its vacancy." 

The whole property of this priory was vested in the king by the 
General Annexation Act in 1587; and it was afterwards granted by King 
James to the Bishop of Galloway in 1606, when it was annexed to the 
revenues of that see. It was transferred to the University of Glasgow in 
1641 ; but was restored to the Bishop of Galloway in 1661 ; and it con- 
tinued to belong to that see till the final abolition of episcopacy in 1689. 
Symson, in his description of Galloway, thus speaks of the priory : " There 
was in this town a famous priory and a stately church founded by St. 
Ninian, and dedicated by him to his unckle, St. Martin, Bishop of Tours, in 
France, as I have heard it reported. Sure I am, there is a little hand-bell 
in this church, which, in Saxon letters, tells it belongs to Saint Martin's 
church. The steeple and body of the church is yet standing, together with 
some of the walls of the precincts. The isles, crosse-church, and several 
other houses belonging thereto, are fallen ; but several large and capacious 
vaults are firme and in tire." 

Its present condition is best described by the learned arch geologist, Mr. 
Muir : " What its original form and dimensions were it would be hard to 
conjecture by any means short of a thorough investigation of the founda- 
tions, for all that is visibly remaining is what seems to have been the nave 
of the church, a plain narrow oblong, measuring internally 74 feet in length. 
The tower, of which there are still traces, stood at the south-west corner, 
and was probably Norman ; at any rate a small part of the church adjoinino- 
its site is in the style of that period, and contains a fine semicircular-headed 
doorway of four shafted orders, embellished with the usual zigzags and 
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other characteristic devices of the twelfth century. Eastward of this the 
work is of late thirteenth -century date, and in it are some four or five long 
single-light windows with pointed heads, and near to the east end a small 
pointed doorway with moulded jambs and imposts carved into quasi- 
capitals. In the east elevation there is nothing particularly noticeable, the 
only features being a small lanciform gable light, one of larger size under 
it, and a great square aperture at the ground. Internally the aspect of the 
building is anything but interesting. Of original features the only 
attractive ones are two large arched recesses of ornamental character in the 
east end of the north wall. Eastward of the church, and rising to what 
may have been the original level of its floor, are several rudely constructed 
crypts, respecting the age and uses of which I entertain no definite opinion. 
It is likely that under and around the church there are many vaulted cells 
of the same kind." Mr. Muir's description is from a note in the Life of St. 
Ninian, by Bishop Forbes. 

As to how the Seal of Whithorn Priory came to be at Soulseat, one can 
but conjecture that, as both the Priory of Whithorn and the Monastery of 
Soulseat were of the same order, some one from the former may have been 
on a visit to the neighbouring Monastery of Soulseat, and have dropped the 
Seal when there.

IV. 

ON A STONE CRANNOG IN ASHGROVE LOCH 
NEAR STEVENSTON. 

Mr. Stevenston, Farmer of High Smithstone, in digging a hole for a 
fence post on the east side of Ashgrove Loch and not far from the water's. 
edge, came upon a bed of shells, mostly Littorina littorea, fragments of 
deer's horns, and bones. 

He having intimated this find to me, I went on the evening of the 9th 
of August 1886, and opened a trench close to where the post had been 
fixed. The following was the section cut through : — 

1. Eotted bits of yellowish sandstone and lumps of sandstone 

2. Dark sandy clay with pieces of sandstone, whinstone, and large 

quantities of Littorina littorea, complete bones, split bones, jaws, 
horns of red deer, etc. . ... 

3. Brown peat . . . . . 

4. Fine bluish clay (top part only dug into). 

In No. 2 bed were got two fine bone chisels (Fig. 1), and a bone 
needle (Fig. 2) sharpened at both ends, and with a hole in the middle. 

Only a few yards from this opening is a mound about 25 yards in 
diameter, which, before the loch was partly drained by bringing up a large 
ditch at its south-west corner, was surrounded with water, and still is so 
when the sluices are shut in the winter season. 

I resolved to trace out the limits of the bed containing the shells, 
bones, and implements ; and in doing so, in the direction of the mound, 
came to a stone wall. 
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Leading from this wall towards the land, at a depth of two feet from 
the surface, a causeway of rough sandstone slabs was discovered, and in 
working round by the side of the stone wall I got a number of branches, all 
in a very rotten state, some of them extending under the foundation of the 
wall and on the surface of the peat, showing I think that before the wall was

built a layer of branches had been first laid down by way of stifiening the 
foundation. Making a trench across the wall, it was found to be 9 feet in 
thickness, built of rough blocks of sandstone, and a few whinstones, laid in 
a mortar of tough yellow clay. 

Having got thus much information, trenches were opened to ascertain 
the extent of the wall, when it was found to form a circular enclosure, 30 
feet in diameter, and to enclose the higher part of the mound already 
spoken of. 

On the side towards the loch, the wall was only about the half thickness it 
was on that towards the land, and from this circumstance, and the number 
of bones, etc., on the outside of the wall, the conclusion was drawn that the 
area within the wall had been a place of human habitation as well as a 

fortress. 
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Trenches were then dug within the area of the wall, and the following 
sections gone through : — 

1. Sandstone rubble (under the turf) 

2. Wattling of heather 

3. Causewaying of rough sandstone slabs 

4. Built drain covered with sandstone slabs (depth) . 

The drain had been excavated in the moss, and the sides of it built with 
rough sandstone blocks. It was got in several trenches, and found to have 
been built in a zigzag fashion. It appeared to have been entirely 
constructed within the area of the wall, and no trace of it was found either 
through, or on outside of, the wall. When the sandstone covers were 
taken off it was in perfect condition and nearly filled with water.^ From 
these appearances the conclusion was drawn that here we had a primitive 
water tank so as to insure a supply of good water in the event of the place 
being besieged, and the zigzag manner in which it has been built possibly 
indicates that the area within the circular wall was divided into compart- 
ments, as if the place had been inhabited by different families, each having 
an independent water supply. 

The kitchen midden was to the south-east side of the buildine, and 
close up to the wall, tapering away at a distance of a few yards, and the 
following relics were gathered from it : — 

1. A large number of bones, both entire and split, of red deer, ox, pig, sheep, and 

goat. 

2. Several bone chisels and a bone knife, a bone wedge (Fig. 3), a large bone 

needle (Fig. 2), perforated in centre, similar to the one still used by fishers 
in mending their nets, a well-made bone spoon (Fig. 5), and a narrow bone 
needle. 

3. Several hammer-stones, and a few smooth stones. 

4. Bit of gas coal with a hole bored through it (Fig. 6). 

5. A pair of steel sheep-shears (Fig. 7). 

6. Numerous specimens of Littorina littorea. 

From the details given above, I think the history of the spot may be 
read thus : On top of a bluish clay bed, there had accumulated a bed of 
brown moss, possibly entirely from the decay of water plants, one foot in

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thickness on the land side of crannog, and four feet thick on the loch side. 
Then the position was occupied by man, who laid on top of the moss a 
layer of branches, and on this built a stone crannog, 43 feet in largest 
outside diameter, with a built water tank under the floor, the interior of 
the dwelling being possibly divided into compartments, roughly paved, and 
carpeted with heather.

Along with very primitive tools of bone and stone, the inhabitants had at 
least one pair of steel sheep-shears of the modern pattern, although very much 
smaller in size (Fig. 7). There could be no doubt about the position of the 
shears, as I took them out of the relic bed with my own hands. 
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All round the dwelling there is evidence of its decay in the layers of 
sand and occasional stones that had fallen from the wall and got embedded 
in the sand layers, after which came the final overthrow, indicated by the 
sandstone debris ; and possibly a large amount of which had at one time 
been taken away to build a neighbouring dry-stone dyke, the tail end of the 
debris and "kitchen midden" being covered over by a deposit of fine mud, 
a. foot in thickness, laid down by the waters of the loch.

In no part was there any charcoal found, nor any evidence of fires, but 
of course the whole of the interior space was not turned over. 

All the deers' horns got were divested of the tines except the brow one, and 
look remarkably like picks, and have possibly been used as such. Some of 
them are pretty well coated with vivianite. 

There are no traditions in the neighbourhood about this ancient dwelling, 
neither does the little green mound in the loch, formed by the debris from 
its ruin, bear any name. 

There are possibly remains of five other crannogs in the loch, but nothing 
has been done to explore them, and the place when in its " glory " must 
have formed a very quaint little lake-village, the loch being nearly 
completely surrounded by rising ground. 

It is still rather a pleasant spot during spring and summer, with 
abundance of the beautiful bog-bean flowers, water lilies both white and 
yellow, cowbane, loosestrife, and the tall " binnels," Scirpus lacustris, 
with many other flowering plants and mosses. 

Crannogs built entirely of stone appear to be very rare, if indeed the 
one under consideration is not unique. 

G. H. Kinahan, Esq., has shown that stones were sometimes substituted 
for wood in the construction of artificial islands in lochs.-^

In the AirrieouUand crannog described by Sir Herbert Maxwell for 
Dr. Munro, there is a wall 3 feet high, enclosing a circular space 54 feet in 
diameter, built of thin flags, but in this case the stone wall was founded on 
piles driven into 7 feet of moss, which probably formed an original pile 
dwelling.-' 

In the White Loch of Kavenstone, near Eavenstone Castle, there is the 
foundation of a rectangular building, 55 feet by 47 feet, divided into five 
compartments, but this building has been founded on the top of a more 
ancient wooden crannog.^ 

In Kielziebar Loch, Argyle, there is a crannog, not yet properly 
explored, but like the last one probably a more recent stone structure 
raised on an older wooden crannog, as considerable remains of woodwork 
are to be seen on its east, south, and west sides.^ 

So far therefore as I know, the Ashgrove example is the only Lake- 
Dwelling that has been originally constructed of stone ; the few branches 
under the foundation could not possibly ever have formed a pile 
dwelling. 

From the bones found in the " kitchen midden," it is evident 
that the inhabitants of this place must have had extensive hunting 
privileges in the neighbourhood, and were in all likelihood " lords of the 
manor." 

No remains of any cereals were got, so that the inhabitants probably 

lived by the chase, and by what shell-fish they gathered on the stones of 

the Firth a few miles distant.

THE ARDROSSAN SHELL-MOUND, WITH AN 
ACCOUNT OF ITS EXCAVATION.^ 

In various parts of the world, notably along the Baltic coasts of the Danish 
islands, the eastern coasts of America, and near the shores of many of the 
Western Islands of Scotland, are found mounds of varied size, composed for 
the most part of shells of the edible species of molluscs, such as limpets, 
periwinkles, cockles, and oysters. Interspersed with these are found the 
bones of many mammals and birds ; also weapons and tools of flint, 
dolerite, horn, bone, and wood, including celts, scrapers, chisels, arrow- 
heads, sling-stones, anchor stones, and other articles which had been made 
and used by a prehistoric race of men. 

In Denmark these mounds, which are called kjokken modding, reach the 
dimensions of from 100 to 1000 feet in length and from 3 to 10 feet high. 
They have yielded many implements made of similar materials to those 
above mentioned; but no articles manufactured from any kind of metal 
have ever been found in them. From this circumstance these shell-mounds 
have been referred by archaeologists to the neolithic division of the Stone 
age. The shell-mounds of the American coasts have a great resemblance to 
the Danish ones, also containing implements, bones, etc., and are supposed 
to have been formed by the aboriginal inhabitants previous to the occupa- 
tion of America by the " white man." 

The Scottish shell-mounds are, generally speaking, smaller than any of

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the others, but, like them, contain the bones of animals, and stone, horn, 
and bone weapons and implements. In the Western Islands of Scotland 
the shell-mounds often contain a kind of stone implement still used by the 
islanders, and called " Orst Barnach," or limpet-hammer. In some mounds 
on the Island of Oronsay, which I examined in company with Mr. 
Galloway, these limpet-hammers were rather common. They were simply, 
in this case, selected pieces of clay-slate suitable for holding in the hand, 
which by constant use in shoving the limpets from the rocks, had assumed, 
at the ends, somewhat the appearance of a blunted "jumper." Amongst 
the implements there was another type, which puzzled us to understand 
what it had been used for. Only about the size of a finger (some examples 
not half so big), it was sharpened in the manner of a polished celt, although 
the body of the implement had not been worked or polished, but had simply 
been selected for its natural shape. The great peculiarity about these 
Oronsay shell-mounds is the distance they are from the present shore-line, 
which strongly suggests the idea that there has been a considerable rise of 
the land since their formation. As will be seen further on, the evidence 
furnished by the Ardrossan shell-mound is in the same direction, almost 
demonstrating, in fact, that there has been a rise of a good many feet since 
the first occupation of this part of the Ayrshire coast by the shell-mound 
builders. It is this part of the subject which gives the mound its peculiar 
geological interest. 

The Ardrossan shell-mound is situated on the south-west side of the 
Cannon Hill, close to the Ardrossan station of the Glasgow and South- 
western Eailway, the whole length of its north-east side lying against and 
under the rocky side of the hill. It measures 102 feet in length, with an 
average breadth of about 16 feet, but it has been broader before the station 
was formed, a considerable portion having been removed, and a complete 
longitudinal section exposed, by the railway works. Its length, which 
appears to have been at one time somewhat greater, is mostly overhung by a 
few feet by the rock-face ; and facing the south-west, as it does, the place 
must have formed a snug shelter for its human occupants. Its formation 
appears to have been a slow process, and, as will be presently seen, it has 
been deserted at intervals for considerable periods of time. By their 
practice of always throwing the castaway shells and bones on the floor, the 
inhabitants seem to have gradually shut themselves out of the best part of 
the shelter, which had become more or less filled by the debris of their 
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repasts and feasts. For its whole length the mound rests on a surface 
sloping upwards, as will be seen from the longitudinal section given in 
Plate III. Having had the contents turned bodily over, with the exception 
of a few feet at the upper end where it would have been risky to do so, I 
found that underneath the whole of it, and resting on the rock, there was a 
bed of Eaised-beach sand and gravel, about a foot in thickness, and con- 
taining rolled shells. 

That this place had been occupied by man shortly after the waves left it 
was clearly evident, as there had only been time sufficient for a layer of 
earth, little more than half-an-inch in thickness, to form on the top of the 
gravel, nor had there been time for any talus of fragments from the rock- 
face to gather upon the gravel before the inhabitants began to throw down 
the shells and other debris upon it. In fact the talus of rock-splinters was 
formed on the top of the mound, as will be seen from the cross-sections 
(Plate III. Figs. 1 to 5), demonstrating at once its antiquity, and affording 
some guidance to the time of its commencement. Another point in favour 
of its antiquity is the fact that many specimens of a spiral mollusc, Trochus 
lineatus, were got in the mound, and must have been common on the then 
existing shore. This mollusc is now extinct in the Clyde and in the West 
of Scotland, and has only been found in the Clyde district before as a 
fossil, Mr. David Robertson having got it in the Raised-beach strata of 
Millport. 

Cockles appear to have been very rare in the sands of the neighbour- 
hood, as only two valves were obtained from the mound, and of spout-fish 
only one small valve, while the " hugger-fish," Tapes decussatus, the 
" horse mussel," Mytilus modiolus, and the " clabbydoo," Mya, of various 
species, were totally unrepresented. The horse mussel is rare as a fossil 
and diminutive in size in the Raised-beach beds of Ayrshire, as is also the 
hugger-fish, and the clabbydoo is apparently absent from them. The 
species of the latter shell-fish most frequent in this district at the present 
day is Mya arenaria. In the lower estuary of the Garnock it was very 
abundant, in muddy and gravelly sand, twenty years ago. To discover 
their whereabouts one had nothing to do when the tide was out but to 
stamp on the wet sand, when numbers of small squirts of water would rise, 
at once revealing the exact position of their holes. But this species has 
been almost exterminated in this locality by the people carrying them off 
for food. A boy M^hom I met with a cargo one day spoke highly in their 
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praise, declaring that they were "better than beef." The other species, 
Mya truncata, which was abundant during the Glacial period, is not found 
in the Eaised-beaches of this locality, but appears at the present time, 
though very rarely, in this district of the Clyde. 

The two principal shell-fish which had been used for food by the 
shell-mound builders were the periwinkle and the limpet, occasional 
specimens, especially of the latter, being large and ponderous. A few 
specimens of the small shore variety of the whelk, which is still common 
under stones on the North Ardrossan shore, were got in the mound ; but of 
the larger variety, which lives on a sandy bottom and is frequently thrown 
ashore during storms, not a single specimen was obtained; mussels were 
not very common, and oysters were scarce. The edible crab was re- 
presented by a single claw, and the lobster was totally absent. Of fish 
remains only a few bones of the cod and conger eel were obtained, so that 
these ancient people evidently did not belong to an eminently ichthyo- 
phagous tribe. On the contrary, they had been great flesh- eaters, as is 
evidenced by the remains of the land animals upon which they fed. 
Although, like their contemporaries in the Western Islands, they lived 
largely on limpets, not a single " Orst Barnach " was found in the Ardrossan 
mound. There is evidence that they ventured out to sea, probably in 
small canoes, for a stone anchor with a groove cut round it, for the purpose 
of fastening it with some kind of rope, was got. 

I commenced the exploration of the mound at the lower and wider end, 
and worked up hill, keeping, as far as possible, the full breadth and depth of 
the face before me, and testing the depth and quality of the underlying 
Eaised-beach gravel now and then. Amongst the first articles turned up 
were a few fragments of very rude hand-made pottery of exceedingly coarse 
quality and badly burned. This kind of pottery is very rare on the 
Ayrshire sands, the reason evidently being that such imperfectly put- 
together material could not withstand the disintegrating influences of the 
weather for any length of time. The pieces got in the mound probably 
owe their preservation to their having been well covered up from 
exposure. 

Having got a proper working-face formed, I measured the first section 
as follows, in descending order : — 

1. Talus, on top of mound and lying against rock-face. 

K 
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2. Shell bed . . . . 6 to 18 inches. 

3. Reddish soil . | inch. 

4. Raised-beach bed . 4 to 12 inches. 



No. 2 bed was, for the greater part, composed of Littorina littorea and 
Patella vulgata, with a few Buccinum undatum (small variety), Ostrea 
eclulis, Mytilus edulis, Littorina ohtusata, and Nassa reticidata. The last 
two are not now considered edible species, and possibly may have been 
carried up by the children to play with, or perhaps gathered with the others 
and thrown out. 

A great many jaws with teeth, and bones were obtained, all the latter 
which had contained marrow having been split open. Under the ledge of 
rock at point a (see Plate III. section 1), and imbedded in the mass of shells, 
was a human upper jaw without teeth, which had evidently been knocked 
out with a stone, splinters of the jaw having been broken off in the 
process. On finding this grim relic my first impression was that the people 
who lived here had been cannibals, the jaw having evidently been thrown in 
the most matter-of-fact way on the general shell-heap, while, probably, the 
teeth had been kept to make a necklace or other ornament. Further 
evidence, however, obtained during the exploration, showed that, although the 
mound-men had feasted, probably during " hard times," on their own species, 
they were not habitual cannibals, for the whole human remains obtained 
seemed to show that not more than two human beings had been devoured. 

My next cut was up to a boss of rock 10 feet long by 5 feet wide, which 
1 have named the Cannibal's Seat (2 on plan). Working in between this 
boss and the overhanging rock-face, the section was found to be as follows :

1. Talus of rock debris. 

2. Rock debris, mixed mostly with periwinkles . 1 6 

3. Black layer . o 1 

4. Shell and bone bed (with a bone implement) . 1 6 

5. Earth 0^ 

6. Raised-beach gravel, with rolled shells . .13 

Besides the shells already mentioned, a valve oi Mactrasubtruncatawas, got 
in this cut. In the bottom layer of shells, but not touching the Raised-beach 
bed, occurred a well-rounded boulder about 2 cwt. in weight, having probably 
been used as a seat. The black layer (3) had evidently resulted from this 
narrow pass between the boss and the ledge having been used by the occu- 
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pants as a pathway to the higher reaches of the mound. Next the boss in 
this bed the shells were mostly periwinkles, whilst under the ledge they were 
principally limpets. Had the limpets been thrown under the ledge to keep 
their sharp cutting edges away from the bare feet of the occupants ? Under 
the ledge of rock, both above and below this spot, the shells and bones were 
cemented together into a solid mass by stalagmite, the lime having been de- 
rived partly from the overhanging rock and partly from the decomposition of 
the shells by rain-water. Part of a human lower jaw was got in the mass 
of shells (at h, Plate III. section 2), and about a foot above the Eaised-beach 
bed ; it had three well-preserved teeth. Near the top of the same bed a 
well-made diamond-pointed bone chisel, a rude implement made of a human 
bone, and several human vertebrae, were obtained. Having worked up

round the " Cannibal's Seat," an open face was again made, and here (at c, 
Plate III. plan) the remains of a fire were come across. It had been kindled 
on the Eaised-beach some 30 feet above present tide-mark, and showed that 
from the first occupation these people had been acquainted with the use of 
fire. Evidently, however, they had not roasted any of their meat, as none 
of the bones showed the touch of fire. In this cut the sandstone anchor 
already referred to was got. It measured 7 inches in length by 6|- inches 
at one end and 8 at the other ; the groove round it having apparently been 
chiselled out with a stone. The first valve of the edible cockle, Cardium 
edule, was obtained here, as also three specimens of the dog winkle, Purpura 
lapilis. 

The section (Plate III. No. 3) at this part of the mound measured — 

ft. in. 

1. Talus. 

2. Shell and bone layer . .'18 
'3. Shell-meal . . 2 

4. Shell and bone layer ..18 

5. Earth ... OJ- 

6. Eaised-beach bed . .10 

The layer in this section of what I have called shell-meal (3) was composed 
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of thoroughly decomposed shells and bones, and showed that the mound, or 
at least this part of it, had been deserted for a period long enough to allow 
the exposed organisms to become completely rotted away ; but to this point 
I shall refer more fully again. In this cut was got a fragment of one of 
those curious perforated stones which Mr. James Bennie found in the Clyde 
sandbeds at Glasgow, see Transactions of the Geological Society of Glasgow 
(vol. ii. p. 114), and which he supposed to have been used as " sinkers " 
for the fishing-lines or nets of the old Clyde canoe-men. 

From the Ayrshire sands I have gathered several of these perforated 
stones, and, like this one, the holes have always been made from both sides, 
meeting in the centre. They are of two kinds : those made of stone, which 
appear to have been real sinkers, and those made of gas-coal, which are of 
the rudest description of workmanship, and the use of which is not so 
evident. My idea of these latter is that they were kept as charms, or 
perhaps reverenced and regarded as a sort of sleeping fire-god or sun-god, 
seeing that they were composed of a substance that would burn and flame. 
Of course any beach pebble would have been more effectual as a sinker than 
one of these light pieces of gas-coal. 

At the top of this section was got a piece of wheel-turned glazed 
pottery. This was the first indication of a substantial advance in the arts, 
but, as we shall see further on, it belonged to a period posterior to that of the 
shell-mound. In the lower part of this cut were several fragments of 
a human skull ; it had not parted by the sutures, but had evidently been 
smashed up to get at the savoury intellectual morsel within. One sino-le 
valve of Cardium edide turned up here.

This last section gave us a new deposit — the sandy soil (2) with pottery 
and slag — which threw much-needed light on the relationship between the 
pottery and the slag, and showed very distinctly that their period was 
posterior to that of the shell-mound. All the pottery was of the wheel- 
turned description, and glazed ; the slag was very dark in colour, and 
heavy. Both the slag and the pottery were of the same description as 
those I have often found on the Ayrshire sands, and introduced us to a 
period when man was acquainted with metal and the use of the potter's 
wheel. The " bill of fare," as indicated by this bed, was not so rich and 
rare as it had been during the shell-mound period ; with the pottery 
and slag were only got a few periwinkles and the bones of rabbits and 
hares. 

It is interesting thus to be able to compare this later period with the 
shell-mound period ; this never before could be done with data supplied by 
the shifting Ayrshire sands, which mix all the remains of the various 
ancient periods together. But I am inclined to think that there is still 
another period, if not two, wanting, viz. the flint period and the bronze 
period, and the time they occupied may be represented better by the next 
section, where 9 inches of earth come in between the pottery and slag-bed 
and the top of the shell-mound. Not a trace of flint was found in the 
shell-mound, nor in the pottery and slag deposit. The flint and bronze 
periods are well represented in Ayrshire, and it appears to me that these 
ancient periods should read thus : — 

1. Slag and wheel-turned pottery period (the most recent). 

2. Bronze period. 

3. Flint period, with arrow-heads, scrapers, &c. 

4. Shell-mound period, with hand-made pottery. 

5. Period of the 20 to 40 feet Eaised-beaches. 

The old hand-made urns, with burnt bones, flints, polished celts and 
hammers, should probably be correlated with the flint period. 
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The last section (Plate III. No. 5), at 12 feet from the upper end of the 
mound, was as follows : —

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This was by far the most interesting section of the whole, and afforded 
evidence that the mound had been deserted, for considerable periods, at 
least three times during its accumulation. 

Throughout the extent of the mound were found a number of 
hammer-stones, a few very much worn, but the bulk of them had been 
little used. 

All through the mound were found limpets having a hole perforated in 
the apex. Some were so much decayed that it was impossible to say 
whether these holes had been made artificially or by decay. Many 
had undoubtedly been made artificially, and it is most likely that 
they were strung like beads, possibly on to a strip of hide, of which 
they would have a good supply, and used as ornamental shell -belts or 
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wampum, after the manner of the Eed Indians, for savage tribes, as 
well as more civilised ones, like to be " braw." 

To Mr. E. T. .Newton, palaeontologist to the Geological Survey of 
England and Wales, I am indebted for the following list of animals, the 
bones of which were identified by him from a selection of 261, which 1 
made from the whole mass of those found in the shell-mound, and which I 
sent up for his inspection : —

From the above list it will be seen that the Ardrossan shell-mou: 
builders were no ordinary mortals, but a race of noble savages, monarchs 
all they surveyed, hunters of the mountain bull, the stag, and wild bo; 
clothed during the winter months with the skins of some of the larg 
animals, and probably having their own tattooed. But they certainly we 
not the poor painted savages, grubbing up and feeding on roots and herl 
that certain authors, evolving " unwritten history " from their imaginatio 
only, love to depict the ancient Briton. Their occasional diet of shell-fi 
may have been partly from necessity, partly to give a relish to their mc 
substantial food, which, by all the evidence we can gather from the mour 
must have been eaten raw ; although we have seen that they were certain 
acquainted with the use of fire. ' 

On showing the list to a friend, he remarked that probably no "mixei 
of the present day in the United Kingdom could show evidence of 
greater variety of food, but we certainly could beat them in old tin cans. 

The only extinct Scottish animal, the remains of which were found 
the mound, is the beaver. The two species of deer — the red deer and t 
roebuck — would also probably have been extinct by this time had they n 
been protected. A number of the bones of the dog (or wolf, for anaton 
cally it is impossible to draw a distinction between these animals) indicat 
individuals of large size. If they are bones of the wolf, of course this 
another extinct animal ; but if of the dog, it shows that these people h 
a powerful race of dogs, as well as horses (which, like the Tartars, th 
seem to have eaten, probably when they were done with them), with whi 
to hunt their larger game. 

It is astonishing to see the dog (or wolf) named amongst the mc 
common species. Can the shell-mound men have eaten these animals ? 
is well known that some savage tribes at the present day feed their dogs 
vegetable substances, so that during times of scarcity they may be used ] 
food, their flesh by such feeding becoming palatable and wholeson 
although while dieted on flesh it is rank and nauseous. In the prese 
instance it is not within our knowledge what kind of vegetable matter th

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could have fed their dogs upon, there being no evidence in the mound that 
they were acquainted with any of the cultivated cereals.

From the above list it will be seen that in the matter of shell-fish 
the pihce de resistance was certainly furnished by the two species the 
limpet and the periwinkle ; the former, generally speaking, prevailing in 
the bottom part of the mound, and the latter in the upper. The other 
edible species are conspicuous by their scarcity, and two good edible ones, 
the " hugger-fish " and the " clabbydoo," are not represented. It will be 
observed that the rare or absent species are such as live in holes or under 
sand. Was the ancient Briton not acquainted with this fact, or were these 
molluscs scarce or absent from the district ? From what has been already 
said I am inclined to hold the latter view. Two land shells were also 
obtained. Helix nemoralis and H. nemoralis, var. hortensis. 

After the mound had been turned over, and the rain had washed the 
surface of the debris, I obtained a pair of bone needles or " aulds " which

doubtless did good service at one time in sewing fur garments for the 
ancient Briton.

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There is a considerable similarity between the jaw of a pig and that 
the genus Homo. During the exploration, a person who assisted me picb 
up a bone, and observing him standing and looking at it with a mixture 
curiosity and dread depicted on his countenance, I said, " What is this y( 
have got hold of now ? " His diagnosis was decided, as he at once replie 
" A tremendous man's jaw." It was that of a pig ! 

I have heard it said that Professor Huxley at one time described 
number of bones from a shell-mound somewhere in the north of Scotlan 
but I do not know in what publication his remarks on the subject are to 1 
found. ^

ANCIENT STRUCTURE AT DIRRANS, NEAR 
KILWINNING. 



In 1882, when sand was being removed from side of Garnock Water at 
Dirrans, near Kilwinning, a vertical section of an ancient structure was laid 
open. It was built of smooth water- worn stones taken from the bed of the

river, and measured 1 8 inches in diameter, inside ; being circular in plan 
and 4 feet deep. 

This chamber must have been a very ancient structure, as the stones of 
which it was built — mostly whinstones — were very much decomposed, some 
of them so much so as to be easily crushed to powder in the hand. 

It was placed 12 feet from the top of the south bank of the Garnock 
Water, but had probably been at a much greater distance from the river 
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at one time, as it, the latter, was corroding its bank in a southern* 
direction. 

It had no lid or covering of any sort, and a small tree grew right on 
the top of it. 

In the bottom there were a few inches of a fine grayish powdery

material which I took out and sifted carefully through a riddle, but found 
no relics. The rest of it was filled up with sand. 

There was therefore nothing to indicate what the structure may have 
been used for, but in all likelihood it was a place of interment. 

It could not possibly have been a well, as no water is got in this sand, 
in the district, till a depth of 10 or 12 feet is reached.

TWO ANCIENT FIREPLACES AT SHEWALTON 

AND ARDEER. 

" LEERGEBRANNT 1ST DIE STATTE." 

To-day I visited the Shewalton Moor with Mr. Downs of Irvine, who, a few 
days ago," discovered, on the south side of the road, and towards the north- 
west part of the sandhills ^at Shewalton, what he had described to me as 
" an ancient fireplace." When he first came to the spot there was a circular 
patch of dark-coloured sand which had been hoven up by the frost. This 
being so different from the surrounding sand, he began to scrape away the 
sand from the outside of the patch, when he found that there was a ring 
of stones. This was all that was done till we visited it together. 

Leaving the outside ring of stones entire, we commenced to scrape 
away the dark-coloured sand from the centre of the patch, when we found 
that the stones were built in the form of a shallow basin two feet six inches 
in diameter. This basin we found to be filled with burnt sand, powdered 
charcoal (of wood), and branches of trees in the form of charcoal, and mixed 
through the whole were minute fragments of bones. Without disturbing 
the outer wall of stones we proceeded to dig into the centre of the structure, 
and found it to be built to the depth of fifteen inches entirely of stones. 
Below this depth the sand was found to be lying in its natural position. 
There can be no doubt that this curious structure had been used as an 
ancient fireplace, or more probably as an altar for sacrificial purposes, as 
Mr. Downs suggested. Unless it was used for the latter purpose it is 
difficult to understand why so much work should have been put upon it ; 
and, taken in connection with the surroundings, the latter seems the more 
probable conjecture, as numerous fragments of urns are to be found all

round about the place, which seem to show that it had been built on a bit 
of sacred burial-ground. It had evidently not been much used, as the

water-worn stones of which it was built showed little ^igns of having 
been roasted. They were "all about a size," laid on their broadsides, and 
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not cemented in any way. It was different with an ancient fireplace blown 
bare on Ardeer Sands about this time last year. It was much more simple 
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in construction than the Shewalton Moor one, being built of a single ring 
of water-worn stones, and had been used for a much longer period of time, 
as all the stones were completely roasted and broken by the heat. Like the 
Shewalton Moor one, all the fuel used for fire had been wood (branches). 

During the progress of archaeological discovery and investigation the 
remains of ancient fires and fireplaces, as well as the debris of conflagrations, 
occasionally turn up. Eemains of fires were got in connection with the 
Ardrossan Shell-Mound^ — a very ancient one. Mr. Cochran-Patrick dis- 
covered one in the Dairy Courthill, and another in the Hunterston Cave or 
rock-shelter. In the Lochlee Crannog Dr. Munro found a succession of fire- 
places placed one over the other. In the Lake Dwellings of Switzerland 
the remains of fires are of frequent occurrence ; and, strange as it may seem, 
many of the more delicate "finds," such as the texture of cloth and wattle 
work, grains of wheat, apples, and si;ch like substances, have owed their 
preservation to fire, for by a smothered combustion these substances have 
been converted into that all but indestructible (but by open fire) substance, 
charcoal. It seems to have been the fate of nearly all the Swiss Lake 
Dwellings to perish by fire — taken and destroyed, as some antiquarians 
think, by the enemies of their inhabitants, and during the conflagrations 
many thousands" of ancient articles fell into the lakes, and were thus pre- 
served for our study and instruction. During the Eoman occupation of 
this country that people erected many altars, and a number of these 
have been found, all of sandstone, and are preserved. Some of them are 
of elaborate workmanship, as were many of the structures of that remark- 
able people, and very different from the humble and primitive one on 
Shewalton Moor. The Roman altars were often highly ornamented, and 
dedicated to some god or goddess. One found at Annandale, and pre- 
served in the Edinburgh Antiquarian Museum, is, to make sure work, 
dedicated by Frumentius, a soldier of the second cohort of the Tungrians, 
to all the gods and goddesses.

DUNDONALD 



ITS CHURCH, ITS BELL, AND SURROUNDINGS. 



JNDONALD — one of the prettiest and perhaps the most picturesque village in 
i^rshire, is supposed to have derived its name from the hill on which its 
stle stands. Dun signifying a tower, or fortlet, and Donald the name of 
e owner or chief to which it belonged. At what period the tower was 
3cted remains still unchronicled, and even tradition is silent. There is, 
iwever, a legend of the sixth century which narrates — according to 
:ene's Celtic Scotland — that St. Monenna or Moden a, who was consecrated 
a Virgin by St. Patrick, and who is said — according to one version of

the legend — to have founded, seven churches in Scotland, viz. one at 
Ghilnecase in Galloway, a second on the hill of Dundonald in Ayrshire, a 
third on Dumbarton rock, a fourth at Stirling, a fifth at Edinburgh, a sixth 
at St. Andrews, and a seventh at Longf organ. In the Life of Modena by 
Conchubrano, it is stated of her in Chapter VII. that " Pervenerat etiam 
in Albanian! (id est Scotiam) in qua sedificaverat Ecclesias in Christi 
nomine, quarum hsec sunt nomina. Una est Ghilnecase in Galweia. 
Altera vero in ' cacumine montis qui appellatur Dun duel quia semper 
solebat sicut prsedicamus, ut supra nudam petram nudis membris in 
noctibus oraret Deum qui semper orandus est sicut scriptura ait, ' Orate 
sine intermissione,' et reliqua." 

It appears to have been during the twelfth or thirteenth century that 
Dundonaild first formed a part of national history, and then as one of the 
seats of royalty in Scotland. 

Walter (3) the Stewart, styled of Dundonald, was made Justiciary of 
Scotland by Alexander the Second at St. Andrews in 1230. Eobert the 
Second occasionally resided there from 1371 till his death in 1390; when 
his son Eobert the Third sometime resided, and is reported to have died 
there. Some of his royal successors may have also resided there or visited 
it occasionally till the time of James the Fourth. In 1482 the first Lord 
Catbcart obtained the custody of the castle, and it may have been during 
his custodianship that the church founded by St. Modena gave place to one 
of a crucial form at the south end of the village, in which the old Bell was 
placed, and did duty for upwards of three hundred years. In 1803-5 a 
new church was built on the site of the old one, and the bell continued to 
do duty till 1840, in which year it was proposed to place a clock in the 
steeple, when a larger bell became necessary. That was at length obtained, 
and the old bell taken down with a view to being disposed of A sketch of 
its birth and life history having been brought under the notice of the late 
Colonel Crawfurd of Newfield, he secured the bell; and after his death in 
1841, it was by his widow, in 1843, forwarded to the late John Alexander in 
Dundonald to be presented by him to the Free Kirk, or disposed of at his 
pleasure. After doing duty in the Free Kirk for upwards of forty years, a 
part of its cup front gave way ; a new bell was procured, and the old one, 
for a consideration, returned to the family of the late Mr. Alexander, by 
whom it has been sent on loan for exhibition to the Society of Antiquaries 
of Scotland, Edinburgh. The bell is 16|,- inches in height to the top of the

Several archaeological discoveries on a small scale have been made durii 
recent years in and around the village. A stone Hammer was found, near 
fifty years ago, near Drybridge, in the field where there is a stone pilk 
Possession of the hammer was obtained by Dr. Munro, who placed that re] 
in the Burns Monument, Kilmarnock. A small stone Lamp was found 
a garden on the east side of the village ; and a piece of old Bronze : 
another garden on the west side, forming a segment of a circle, ai 
weighing nearly four pounds. A bronze Pot was found five or six yea 
ago on the Corraith grounds, by Mr. Bruce, farmer, Langholm, in whoi 
possession it still remains. 

A so-called Roman Bath has been known, for the past sixty years, " 
exist on the Newfield estate, at Boghead Farm, and was on the point 
being opened up in 1841, when the death of the proprietor stopped tl 
proceedings. An attempt has been made, October 1893, to lay it open, bi 
it has not been sufiiciently cleaned out yet to enable a future historian i 
describe it.

SELECTIONS FROM SOME PAPERS IN POSSESSION 
OF THE COUNTESS OF STAIR.^ 

The Hamiltons of Bargany, to whom ttie most of these Letters are 
addressed, were descended from Sir John Hamilton of Lettrick, natural son 
of John, 1st Marquis of Hamilton; he obtained a legitimation under the Great 
Seal, 22nd December, in 1600. Sir John's son was created a Peer by 
Charles I., with the title of Lord Bargany, 1639. He accompanied the Duke 
of Hamilton in his unfortunate expedition into England 1648, having 
raised a regiment. He was taken prisoner and detained for a year. In 
1651 he assisted in the levies raised for his Majesty's restoration. After 
the defeat of the army in England he was again prisoner, carried to London, 
and imprisoned in the Tower for a year. Cromwell excepted him out of his 
Act of Grace and Pardon, April 1654. He died 1658. His son, the second 
Lord Bargany, who was obnoxious to the ministers of Charles H., was 
imprisoned in Blackness Castle in 1679, and from there removed to 
Edinburgh, where he was served with an indictment for High Treason ; 
this indictment was not brought to a trial for want of witnesses ; he was 
later released. In 1689 he entered heartily into the Eevolution, and 
raised a regiment of 600 foot for the public service. He died 25th May 
1693, and was succeeded by his second son William, as third Lord. The 
third Lord Bargany took the oaths and his seat in Parliament 9th May 
1695. He exerted himself in opposition to the Treaty of Union, and died 
about 1712. His son James succeeded him as fourth Lord Bargany, being 
born 1710; and dying unmarried at Edinburgh, March 28th, 1736, was 
buried in the Abbey Church of Holyroodhouse.

NOTES ON THE EXCAVATION OF A MOUND 
CALLED SHANTER KNOWE, NEAR KIRKOSWALD, 

AYRSHIRE. 

Shanter Knowe is situated about 1^ mile to the west of Kirkoswald, 
and about -^ a mile from the sea. Its position is shown very distinctly on 
the Ordnance Survey map of Ayrshire, sheet xliv. (6 inch scale). It is a 
conical mound, rising to the height o^ about 1 8 feet from an almost circular 
base, measuring 83 feet in diameter from north to south and 80 feet in 
diameter from east to west. The top of the mound is almost flat, and 
though slightly irregular in outline is approximately circular, measuring 
34 feet in diameter from north to south and 32 feet from east to west. 

On Monday, 17th April, we started to sink an 8 feet square shaft in 
the centre, down from the top of the knowe, with four workmen. By the 
evening they were down about 5 feet through a sandy gravelly soil ; found 
nothing except a fragment of what appeared to be a double tooth, and 
another piece, apparently a small front tooth. 

Tuesday, 18th, still digging ; weather cold and wet both of these days. 

Wednesday, 19th, weather fine ; on visiting the mound with Mr. 
Cochran -Patrick we found the men were down about 10 feet. The find, 
up to now, consisted of a few old and mouldering bones of a reddish-brown 
colour, a couple of long teeth, apparently front ones, and a few bits of 
broken pottery ; one, the largest piece, having a raised pattern and being 
o-lazed a light greenish colour. Soil chiefly sandy and gravelly, and easily 
dug, but inclined to fall in at the sides. More or less of a mouldering 
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damp earth, in clods, coming up at intervals, and a stratum of dark 
coloured earth now beginning to show in the south side of shaft near t. 
bottom. 

20th April. Lining shaft with wood nearly all day. Dug do\ 
another 2 feet, making 12 feet in all. Still finding bones, damp moulderii 
clods as before, also three or four fragments of tusks (apparently) ; o: 
a short piece of large diameter, very dark in colour, also one or two pieces 
a burnt or fused substance. 

After this date I was not at home for some days, but left instructio 
that as soon as the men had sunk the first shaft to the level of the fie] 
they should sink a second shaft to the south of and immediately adjoinii 
the first shaft, as there was an appearance of a dark loamy soil in th 
direction, in which alone was anything found. 

The men sank the second shaft accordingly, and came on the loan 
dark soil again, about 5 feet down from the top ; they continued throuj 
strata of this, intervening with sandy gravelly soil, till they again reach 
the bottom. 

In the loamy soil only did they find anything. 

Their find consisted chiefly of bones and teeth as before ; a piece 
rusty chain, very old ; a few chips of flint ; a small lead disc with a hole 
it ; and small heaps of mouldering periwinkle shells. 

The workmen described these as looking as though a basin or bucketJ 
had been emptied down at a time, after the natives had eaten the conten 
A small boar's tusk, broken in two, was also found in this shaft. 

As soon as the men got to the bottom of this shaft they started to si] 
a third one, to the south, and immediately adjoining, as the red loar 
earth was still running in this direction ; thus making a hole altogetl: 
24 feet long from north to south, by 8 feet broad. 

The results of this hole were much the same as those of the two othe 
the loamy red soil being met with about 6 feet from the top, and continui 
down to near the bottom. As a rule, anything that was found was r 
nearer the surface than 5 or 6 feet, or deeper down than 12 or 13 feet, t 
total depth from the top of the mound to the level of the field being abc 
16-| feet. In this third shaft the men worked out of the loamy soil, whi 
did not extend across it, in a southerly direction, and the whole south 
the shaft consisted of gravelly sandy soil, in which they found little 
nothing. 
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In the strata of red loamy soil, in this hole, the men continued to find 
bones, large teeth or tusks, also half a jaw-bone with smallish teeth, and a 
large piece of another jaw with large teeth in it. 

On questioning the man in charge, he gave it as his opinion, if any- 
further digging was to be done, a couple of shafts might be put down, one 
on each side, east and west of the central shaft, as the red loamy soil, in 
which alone anything was to be found, still extended laterally both ways ; 
whereas, whilst the No. 2 or present centre shaft was full of it, the No. 1 
shaft had it only in its south side, and the No. 3 or southernmost shaft only 
in its northern half 

I should say that a very modern-looking iron nail found amongst the 
rest of the relics was supposed by the workmen to have fallen in from 
above ; also that the bones found in the No. 3 shaft differed from those from 
the other two shafts, in that they were more solid, darker in colour, and 
had nearly all been split, for getting at the marrow. Most of the fresher- 
looking periwinkles and limpets also came out of this shaft. 

After excavating the third shaft, I ordered the loose earth, which had 
been previously well turned over and searched, to be filled in again, and 
work to be stopped until I should get a report on the articles already found, 
and an opinion as to whether it was worth while proceeding with any more 
digging in this mound. 

Operations were resumed on 21st August and continued till the 26th. 
These results were summarised in the following report by Mr. Andrew D. 
Page : — " The soil was excavated 8 feet wide from the south side of the 
third shaft outwards, to the outside of the mound on the south side. A few 
bones and pieces of flint were found, similar to those found in the shafts 
previously sunk. No large stones or palisading of any kind were come 
upon by the workmen during the operations. The soil has been put back 
into the pits and the mound restored to its former state." 

The following notes on the objects found are communicated by Dr. 
Anderson : — 

The osseous remains found in the excavations at Shanter Knowe are 
chiefly those of the common domestic animals, — the ox, horse, sheep or 
goat, and swine. The red-deer is represented by the basal portion of an 
antler, which has been sawn partly through and then broken off close 
above the burr ; it measures 5^ inches in circumference just under the burr. 
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The roe-deer is also represented by the basal portion of one horn measuri 
2f inches in circumference just above the burr. The presence of the dog 
indicated by the number of bones which are obviously gnawed, ai 
splintered by gnawing. The shafts of the long bones are generally brok 
across and splintered, probably for culinary convenience, but many 
them exhibit also unmistakable evidence of having been broken in 
still smaller splinters by the gnawing of dogs. There are fragmenta 
remains of the bones of some kind of fowl, and at least one trace 
fish. The shell-fish are the common periwinkle, the limpet, and a Cyprin 

The objects manufactured or manipulated by man include t 
following : — 

Stone. — One flint scraper, very well made, and thirty-three fragmer 
of worked flint, being either broken nodules, or splinters broken ofi' frc 
nodules, showing no secondary working. 

Two small flint cores, each 1 inch in length, from which flakes have be 
struck ofi" all round. One of these seems more of the nature of an agg 
than a flint. 

Three small and regularly-formed flakes, each about three quarters of 
inch long, which have been apparently struck off from cores like the 
above mentioned. 

Naturally -rounded and flattened pebble of quartzite, 2f inches diamel 
and 1^ inch in thickness, which has been used as a hammer-stone, beari: 
marks of use on one edge and on both of its flat faces. 

Metal. — A round slender pin of bronze or brass, 2f inches in leng1 
Whorl of lead, thin and flat, and unornamented, 1 inch in diameter, wit! 
central hole nearly ^ inch in diameter. 

Portion of an iron chain, the links about an inch in length, and inti 
twisted like those of the curb-chain of a bridle. 

Two iron nails, flat-headed, 1 inch, and 2|- inches in length. Seve: 
pieces of slag, apparently of iron. 

Pottery. — Portion of the bottom and bulging side of a vessel of tl 
reddish pottery, much blackened on the outside, and without any appearai 
of glazing. 
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Portion of a vessel of similar pottery, with dark-brown greenish glaze. 

Two fragments of a vessel of similar pottery with a light-brown glaze. 
Three fragments of pottery of thicker and stouter make, with a greenish 
glaze. One of these has a rude face just under the lip of the vessel. 
All the pottery is wheel-made.

1 The original of the following Protocol Book 
is preserved in the Library of the University of 
Edinburgh, and the Members of the Association 
are much indebted to the University authorities 
for their kind permission to print it. Protocol 
Books are of great value in family history, and 
Broun's is no exception to the rule. When a 
notary public, after examination as to his 
qualifications, was admitted to practise, it was 
(and still is) part of the formality observed to 
deliver to him a volume of blank paper, officially 
marked on every leaf, and bearing at the end a 
docquet stating the number of leaves it con- 
tained. This was called his Protocol, and he 
was strictly enjoined to inscribe in it an exact 
copy of every instrument drawn by him. Before 
the public registers of sasines and deeds were 
established such records were obviously of great 
value and importance, inasmuch as certified 



transcripts could be furnished from them i 
writs which they contained. On this ac 
in 1567, it was ordained by Parliament th 
"Protocol Books of notaries within the sh 
brought (for custody) to the sheriff of the 
and within burgh to the provost and bai 
and in 1587 the Lord Clerk Kegiste:
